ADJOURNMENT OF THE SENATF. 


The Nom ination of W illiam E. Chandler 
Rejected. 


NO ELECTION OF PRESIDENT PRO TEM 


The New York N om inations Confirmed 
Unanimously. 
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Washington, Muy 20th.—The special and in every 
way “ extraordinary session ’’ of the Senate ended 
to-day, at ju st about the tim e and with preci-.ely 
the same outcome of the long-continued deadlock 
th at were predicted in these dispatches nearly two 
month* ag*. 
The Republican caucus providing for 
the election of George C. tiorhatn as Secretary, to­ 
gether with R iddltberger as Sergeant-at Arms, and 
various other candidates for the rem ainder of the 
Senate office*, expired at the adjournm ent this af­ 
ternoon, and if any sim ilar movement be made 
next w inter, the personnel of the ticket would un­ 
doubtedly undergo some change. 
The corridors surrounding the Senate chamber, 
anil all the gállenos, were filled to-day long prior to 
the hour for the Senaters* assemblage. 
The occu­ 
pant* of tne galleries weie spectators, attracted 
merely by a desire to witness the closing scenes of 
the session, but the throngs in the corridors con­ 
tained num bers of applicants fur office, and the 
anxiety with wh ch they inquired about the proba­ 
bility of inore nom inations being sent in, and the 
eagerness they displayed in grasping at rumors, 
demonsti ated th at the lot of the office-seekers is not 
by any means a happy one. 
When the special com m ittee appointed to inquire 
of the President if he had further husmees to com­ 
m unicate reported th at he had nothing more, 
num eious countenances tu ned pale. Those who 
were hoping th at their names would be sent in to­ 
day for the placea they had sought were amazed. 
After the Senate had been in executive session half 
au hour, a report was circulated :h at a 
big batch” 
of nom inations had gone in. T h. re was a race to 
the table in the Secretary’s office where dupli­ 
cate 
sheets 
were 
spread, 
but 
the 
hopeful 
ones were doomed to another disappoiiitiiKnt, 
as only three nominations were in 
this 
“ big 
batch.” 
Similar 
scenes 
were 
witnessed 
throughout the afternoon among the crowd of 
nominees, or friends of nominees, waiting con­ 
firmation, and although the anxiety of most of them 
was ultim ately relieved, there were still mauy dis­ 
consolate faces visible after the adjournm ent, when 
the official lists were searched in vain to discover 
any record of action on a considerable num ber of 
nominations which have “ gone over.” 
Senator Miiler, having been appointed a member 
of the Board of Visitors to the Naval Academy, w'ili 
delay his retu rn to California until alter he attcuds 
the annual exam ination a t Annapolis, w hich is to 
take place about the 1st of June. 
Senator Farley intends to remain here a day or 
two longer, and then go direct to California. 
It is rumored to night th at General G iant was ad­ 
vised by telegraph of the resignation of Senators 
Conk ling and Platt, and invited to retu rn from 
Mexico immediately, in order to take part in some 
programm e of much consequence. 
It is further 
said th at he has telegraphed his acceptance of the 
re q u e st; th at he will shortly return to New York, 
and thereupon be announced aa a candidate for 
election to the United States Senate from that 
State, or exert his utm ost influence t j procure the 
re election of Coukliug and Platt. 
Rumor also says 
th at the programme will be for Platt to decliuc ro- 
elcciion in favor of G rant, and that t-b« stalwarts 
will endeavor to send G rant and Coukliug tO the 
Senate together. 


CHANDLER*» RFJECTION, 
There was a short debate on th e nomination >f 
Wm. E. Chandler as Solicitor General. 
Bayard 
briefly outlined the Democratic opposition to his 
confirmation, on the ground th at Chandler had been 
a foe to the South, and is too pronounced a Republi­ 
can partisan for the position. 
Blair S|x>kc at con­ 
siderable length in support of the nomination. 
Frye earnestly but briefly advocated it. 
A vote 
was taken, which resulted in a rejection by a ma 
jority as follows : Yeas—19 Republicans ; noes—*2*3 
Democrats, and Senator Cameron, of Pennsylvania. 
The only other Republican present and unpaired 
who did not vote in favor of confirm ition was Sen- 
ato^ Mitchell of Pennsylvania, who withheld his 
vote. 
THE 
BOYTON CASE— REPORT OK THE SECRE­ 
TARY OK STATE. 
The report of the Secretary of State in the case 
of Michael P. Boyton sets forth th at Boyton was one 
of the defendant traversers in the late prosecution 
at Dublin, and was proceeded against in common 
with prom inent mem bers of Parliam ent from Ire­ 
land, and an officer of the Irish Land League ; that 
the proceeding was term inated on the 25th of Jan 
uary. 
No claim of American citizenship was pre­ 
sented in behalf of Boyton. 
Boyton, however, vis­ 
ited the United States Consul at Dublin in Novem­ 
ber, and produced a passport issued to him hv the 
State Departm ent under date of November 20.1800, 
requesting its visa. 
Barrow, the Consul there, un­ 
der a misapprehension of his official duty in the 
piem ises, declined to attach the desired visa, on the 
ground ih at Boyton was one of the traversers in the 
pending State trial, and asked the Departm ent to 
instruct him as to his course in case Boyton 
should 
apply 
to 
him 
for 
protection 
as 
an 
American 
citizen. 
The 
Department 
answered, postponing instructions as to any further 
application Boyton might make for protection until 
the case should arise, but opposing Barr >w*s refusal 
to grant the Visa, not on the ground on which Bar­ 
rows alleged, but because of a long-standing execu­ 
tive order requiring that a passport m ust be re­ 
newed at the end of two years. 
The A ssistant Sec 
retary of State also stated to the Consul th at Boyton 
appeared by the records of the Departm ent to be a 
native-b -rn citizen of the United States, having 
been #>orn in the State of New York. 
Early in 
February last Boyton made application to the Con­ 
sul at Dublin for a new passport, which application, 
under the rules, was transm itted with tbe old pass­ 
port tc the United State? Legation at London. 
In his letter of communication to M inister Lowell, 
Consul Barrow conveyed the impression th at the 
Department had approved his refusal to attach a 
visa to the passport on the ground that Boyton was 
one of the traversers at the State trial, w hereupon 
Lowell asked for the correspondence iu the cage, 
and at the same time suggested th at Boyton direct 
hie application to the Legation. 
Barrow seut to 
Lowell m February the correspondence had with 
the Department, and mentioned the circumstance 
th at Boyton had told him he was not a native-born 
citizen of the United States, having been born in 
Ireland and taken to America when a child. 
On the 
20th of March last the British Parliam ent passed a 
measure known as the “ Coercion Act.” Under that 
statute a warrant of arrest for Michael II. Boyton 
of 
Kildare was issued, aud 
Boyton was ar­ 
rested 
on 
the 
8th of 
March. 
He at once 
telegraphed 
M inister 
Lowell, 
demanding 
the 
protection 
of 
the 
United 
States 
Minister. 
Lowell thereupon had se\cral interviews with the 
British Secretary of S ta ^ for Foreign Affairs in re­ 
gard to Boyton’s complaint, and also instructed Bar­ 
row to visit the prisoner and obtain projf iu regard 
to his American citizenship : and if tbe fact o? such 
citizenship was sufficiently ascertained, to take en­ 
ergetic steps for liis protection. 
Barrow visited 
Boyton, and received from him a d rc m stantial 
declaration th at he was born in Ireland in 1846, and 
his father em igrated to the United States in 1859, 
and he (the younger Boyton) served in the United 
States navy in 1864 and 1865. Thereupon Minister 
Lowell endeavored to remove the doubts suggested 
by the 
discrepancies 
in Boyson’s statements, 
and 
the 
State 
D epartm ent 
record 
m 
the 
m atter of his application for a passport, and to 
th a t end wrote directly to Boyton, asking an expla­ 
nation. 
Boyton responded by a verbal statem ent to 
Consul Barrow, denying the records in regard to h's 
passport, alleging fcis father's full naturalization 


while he was a minor, but w ithout assigning a date 
for th at act, and reasserting Ms claim to American 
citizenship on the ground th at he had become a 
citizen by service in the U nite! States navy. 
Mean­ 
while the State D epartm ent gave to Boyton’* case 
the urgent attent on dua to its exceptional gravity. 
The question of United States citizenship, continues 
the report, being the essence of any successful ap­ 
peal to the British Government for clemency or 
immediate 
justice 
in Boyton’s 
behalf, every 
effort has 
been 
made 
to 
substantiate 
the 
status claimed f .r him. 
However, it is no more 
apparent to the Department at the present tim e 
than a m outh age th at Boyton is entitled to protec­ 
tion as a citizen of the United States. 
That Michael 
P. Boyton has for years honestly believed himself a 
citizen of the United States, and th at he has lived 
and acted in that belief without troubling himself 
to verify the law and facts in his case, is to my 
mind perfectly clear. 
U nfortunately, however, the 
questions of naturalization and citizenship depend 
on law* and facts and not on sentim ent and belief. 
I would not hesitate to take every step warrantable I 
by international law' and justice in his behalf. So ¡ 
strongly does his case appeal to sympathy th at if 1 
the sense of the Senate should favor such a e r-urse. 
I 
would 
cheerfully 
counsel th? President to 
ap)>eai to 
th e 
friendly 
benevolence 
of 
the < 
British Government, representing BoytonV position 
as th at of a man who, secure for years in the self­ 
conviction of his rights as a citizen, has f jiiled to 
verify.them , as he could have done by law long ago, 
and urging his immediate trial, if evidence exists 
against him to w arrant such a proceeding, or his 
teloase on condition of returning to this country, 
hero to acquire a status and fulfill the obligations of 
a faithful and law-abiding citizen. 
The official cor­ 
respondence in th e case, and the evidence possessed 
as to Boyton’s allegiance, are herewith transm itted 
as evidence of the widespre id interest existing in 
this country over the arrest of Boyton. 
The report was accompanied by a num ber of 
voluminous documents, the greater part being ap­ 
peals to the Government to protect Boyton, on the 
ground th at he is an American citizen.

signed. 
1 he Senate also confirmed the New York 
nominations, and Scofield as Judge of the Court of 
Claims. 
NO FURTHER BUSINESS. 
The President having said he hail no further 
business for tu e Senate to transact, it w ent into ex­ 
executive session. 
Logan offered a resolution, which was adopted, 
directing the Committee on Military Affairs to ex­ 
amine pito the affairs of the Soldiers’ Home at 
Washington, D. C., and to report to the Senate on 
the s icon-i Monday of December the result of its 
inquiry. 
H arris having taken the ch tir, Pendleton offered 
the following resolution: 
Resol red, T hat the thanks of the Seno te are due, 
anil are hereby tendered, to the Vice-President for 
the courtesy, ability and im partiality with which he 
has presided over the deliberations of the Senste 
during the present scs.-ion. 
When the doors were reopened, they having been 
kept closed while the foregoing resolutions w-. re 
acted upon, the Senate, on motion of Pendleton, 
adjourned sine die. 
Contrary to the usual custom, no President pro 
tern, of th i Senate was elected. 


CHANDLER’S NOMINATION REJECTED.

HAWAIIAN NEWS. 


The steamer City of Sydney, which ar­ 
rived at San Francisco on Wednesday 
night, brings news from Honolulu to May 
10th : 
The lava flow is steadily making its way- 
through the woods, and is now within a 
mile of coming through them ; as soon as 
it passes the woods it will reach a down 
grade, aud its progress will be much more 
rapid. 
Ail the islands of the group were visited 
by a sharp earthqu ike shock on April 21st. 
The Hawaiian Gazette of May 4th says : 
There once more seems a gleam of hope in 
the small pox. 
The number of cases has 
fallen off. aud a great effort is just now 
being made by the authorities to stamp 
out the disease. 
The people in a number 
of the quarantined houses have been re­ 
moved to the reef, the houses have been 
fumigated, and very lew infected houses, 
as far as the police know, remain inhabited 
at present. 
The United States steamer W achusett, 
which was seut out irom San Francisco to 
look for the City of New York, arrived at 
Honolulu on April 18th, just as the object 
of her search was leaving for the A ustra­ 
lian colonies. 
The Saturday Press, in a long article on 
the causes of the rapid dy ing out of the 
Hawaiian people, says: 
“ The remedy, if 
there be one, can be effected only by the 
natives themselves. 
Temperance, sober- 
nees and chastity are the only hopes.” 
The i !T: ;a! report of the Board of Health 
to May 7ch states that the total number of 
small-pox cases reported is (307 ; total 
deaths. 259 ; total number in quarantine, 
• 319. 
The total number of cases in the 
Small-pox Hospital is 68. 
A number of Norwegians who recently 
arrived by the Beta, employed at Bailey’s 
plantation, W ailuku, Maui, refused to ful­ 
fill their part of the labor contract.

Chicken Cholera, How to Detect and How to 
Get Rid of It—Blight in Pear Trees 
—Early* Moths—Etc. 


Every farmer is interested in knowiDg all 
there is to be known of chicken cholera, for 
every farmer is supposed to raise more or les6 
chickens, and consequently to be trouble 
more or less with diseases to which they are 
subj set. The diseases of chickens are so little 
understood that very many kinds of diseases 
to which they are subject no doubt are called 
cholera when in fact they have none of the 
symptoms or characteristics of that disease. 
In view ot the great l o s s e s to which farmers 
are subject through diseases of their fowls, 
the Commissioner of Agriculture is having 
these diseases investigated by a comi>etent 
and scientific chicken doctor, and deems the 
investigation and conclusions of so much im­ 
portance that he has issued a special bulletin 
on the subject. From this bulletin are tna 
the following extracts for the benefit of our 
readers interested in the subject : 
“ Although the cholera of fowls is an ex­ 
ceedingly violent and fatal disease, destroy-, 
ing vast numbers of birds of different species 
and remaining on premises for years after 
being once introduced, we are satisfied, af.er 
a long series of experiments, that there are 
points in its natural histoiy which enable us 
to control it with comparative ease and with 
a considerable degree of certalbty. _ 
“ The vims is not diffusible—that is, the dis­ 
ease germs are seldom if ever taken up by 
the air and carried any considerable distance 
to produce the malady. The viru3 remains 
in the fixed form, and is generally, if not 
always, taken into the body with the food. 
It is distributed over grounds, feeding places, 
etc., in the excrement of affected birds, and 
the food, drink, gravel, etc., are thus con­ 
taminated. Healthy birds may be kept in 
coops within a few feet of the sick ones for 
months without contracting the disease. But 
if the former are now placed in the same in­ 
closure with the latter they sicken in a few 
days.The virus must be carried upon the 
grounds frequented by fowls before they con­ 
tract the disease. It is not probable that this 
disease originates in any considerable num­ 
ber of cases in an^ other way than by con­ 
tagion. There is a possibility that it may 
originate in occasional instances by filthy 
surroundings if closely confined, or by feed­ 
ing on decomposed substances, but ^these few 
facts fail to support such a conclusion, and it 
appears certain that in a vast majority of cases 
the disease is imported and kept up by con­ 
tagion alone. 
. 
“ It is thus brought upon farms either (1) 
with sick or infected fowls newly acquired ; 
(2), with the blood or parts of the bodies of 
dead birds carried on the feet of people or 
.brought by dogs or other animals ; (3), with 
infected manure or feathers ; or (4), possibly 
by wild birds, animals (rabbits), or even in­ 
sects that have contracted the diseases, or 
have eaten the blood or bodies of affected 
birds recently dead. The origin of the dis­ 
ease can generally be traced, in country dis­ 
tricts where houses are considerable distances 
apart, to recently acquired poultry. It is 
only in districts more thickly peopled, and 
then in exceptional cases, that the germs are 
carried by wild birds or animals, or by in- 
The writer claims that the chicken cholera 
could be distinguished from all other diseases 
of fowls by an inspection of the excrements. 
With the fowls the excretions of the kidneys 
are joined in the cloaca with the undigested 
parts of the food, and both solid and liquid 
excrement are consequently voided together. 
They are not mixed to any great extent how­ 
ever. The part excreted by the kidneys is 
easily distinguished, as during health it is of 
a pure white color, while the bowel dis­ 
charges are of various hues. The excretion 
of the kidneys is called urates. A diseased 
fowl may be detected as soon as it has taken 
the disease in the body, by the coloration^of 
the urates. At first these have only a faint 
yellow tint, which rapidly changes into a 
deep yellow color. In one or more days after 
this yellow color appears, the urates are great­ 
ly increased in quantity and constitute the 
whole or a greater part of the discharges, and 
an obstinate diarrhoea sets in. In some cases 
the urates becomes of a greenish color. 
If the fowl be killed and subjected to a post 
mortem examination it will be found to have 
an enlarged liver—this sign is nearly always 
present. When birds have certainly con 
tracted the disease, as will be known by the 
voiding of yellow urates, they should be de­ 
stroyed. The killiug should be done so as 
not to leave any blood or excrement on the 
soil where well birds may get it, as this will 
soon give them the disease. Tbe bodies of 
diseased birds should be buried deeply- in the 
soil where well birds do not run. Some­ 
times farmers, to get rid of the disease, sell 
off all their fowls and buy new ones. This 
will do no good, as the new ones will take the 
diseate from the leavings of the old ones, 
even if a long time has intervened—they will 
sometimes take the di-ease when a year has 
elapsed since getting rid of the diseased 
fowls. The drinking vessels and feeding 
grounds must bedisinfr-cted. Also the roost­ 
ing coops. A good disinfecting solution is 
made by mixing three pounds of sulphuric 
acid with forty gallons of water, or about 
that proportion for a greater or less amount. 
The places to be disinfected must be com­ 
pletely and thoroughly drenched with this 
solution. To disinfect the roost all the old 
manure must be carefully cleaned out before 
the solution is applied. The coops or roost­ 
ing places may aleo be disinfected by fumi­ 
gating thoroughly—burning fl iwer of sulphur 
plentifully within them. 
The Pear Tree Blight. 
We lately mentioned a case of some dis­ 
eased pear trees, the sap of which exuded 
through the bark, and effervescing, ran down 
on the outside, scalding and killing the same, 
and finally killing the whole tree. Is this a 
species of the pear blight so prevalent in the 
Northern and Western States of the Atlantic 
slope? In Western New York and States 
further west there lias existed for years a 
kind of blight that has destroyed so large a 
proportion of the pear trees that pear-grow­ 
ing has been in a great measure abandoned 
in consequence of it. There have been many 
causes suggested for this dieease there, but 
we believe the public mind hf.s very gen­ 
erally adopted the opinions of Downing in 
respect to it. In his valuable work, “ The 
Fruits and Fruit Trees of America,” he dis­ 
cusses this disease fully. For the benefit of 
those of our readers w-ho may not have 
this valuable book to refer to, we will give 
his description of the disease. He says : 
“ The symptoms of the frozen sap blight are 
the following : First—The appearance at the 
season of winter or spring pniuing of 
thick, clammy sap, of a sticky nature, which 
exudes from the wounds made by the knife, 
the ordinary cut showing a clear and smooth 
surface. Second—The appearance in the 
spring on the bark of the trunk or branches, 
often a considerable distance from the ex­ 
tremities, of black, shriveled, dead patches of 
bark. Third—In early summer months the 
disease fully manifests by the extremities 
shriveling as if suddenly killed. If these dis­ 
eased parts are cut off the inner bark and 
heart wood will be found dark and dis­ 
colored 
some 
distance below, 
where 
it is fresh and green outside. If tie 
tree is slightly affected only, it may piss off 
with the loss of a few- branches ; but if it has 
been seriously tainted, the disease, if not ar­ 
rested, may, sooner or later, be carried 
through the whole system of the tree, wh ch 
will gradually decline or entirely perish. To 
explain the nature of this disease, we must 
first premise that in every tree there are two 
currents of sap carried on. First, the up­ 
ward currt at of sap, which rises through the 
outer wooii, or the albnrnum, to be digested 
by the leaves; second, the downward 
current, which descends through the 
inner bark, or liber, forming a de­ 
posit of new wood on its way down. 
Now let us suppose anterior to a blight sea­ 
son a very suddea and early winter succeeding 
a damp and warm autumn. The summer 
having been dry, the growth of treea was 
completed early, but this excess of dampness 
in autumn forces the trees into a vivorous 
second growth, which continues late. While 
the sap vessels are still filled with their 
fluids, a sharp and su idea freezing takes 
place, oris perhaps repeated several times, 
followed in the day time by bright sun. The 
descending sap becomes thick and clammy, 
so as to descend witb difficulty. It chokes 
up the sap vessel», freezes and thaws again, 
loses its vitality and becomes dark and discol­ 
ored, and in somf cases so poisonous as to de­ 
stroy tbe leaves of other plants, when applied 


to them. Here, along the inner bark, it 
lodges, and remains in a taick, Bricky state, 
all winter. If it happens to flow down till it 
meets with any oustr action and remains 
in anv considerable quantity it freezes 
a »ain 'beneath the bark, and i-ome of 
the wood beneath it sun veis aua uies. In 
the ensuing spring the upward sap rises 
through its ordinary eh..nuel- '.he < ut -r wood 
or alburnum; the leaves expand, ann for 
some time nearly all the upward current be­ 
i n g t a k e n u p to form leaves and new shoots, 
the tree appears fl .urisbiug lowardstbe 
beginning of su umfr, however, the leaves be­ 
gin to send the downward current of sap to 
increase the woody matter of the stem This 
current, it will be remembered, h is to pass 
down through the inner birk, or liber, amng 
which stili remuia portions of the poisoned 
sap arrested in its course tbe previ jus antumc. 
The poison is diluted and taken up by tbe 
new downward current, distributed towards 
the pith and along the new layer of alburnum, 
thus tainting all the neighboring parte. 
Should any if theadj aceutsapveea lshavebeen 
ruptured by frost so that the poison thus be­ 
comes mixed with the still ascending current 
of sap, the branch ab >ve if immediately turns 
black and dies prtcisely as if poison were in- 
tr iduced under toe bark, and very frequently 
it is accompanied with precisely the order of 
decaying frosf-bitten vegetation.” 
The 
above well and fully-described operations of 
the sap of treea is of itself au interesting and 
instructive study, aid whether the disease 
that has made its appearance in a limited 
degree among the pear tree? in this State is 
the same as that of the Atlantic States or 
not, the above descrip'iou will enable oar 
people to think in re clearly and uuderstaud- 
ingly on the subj- cf and assist them in finding 
the real cause of the newly appearing disease. 
'While we have no severe freezing weather as 
they do in the N rlhern and Western States 
across the mountains, still our growing season 
often continues up to the very occurrence of- 
frost. This was the case last fall and winter, 
and, as is well known to viticulturists, caused 
the killing of the growing canes of many 
kinds of vines, ju-t as it does in colder 
climates. I; is true that the symptoms of 
the California-discovered disease as observed 
do not fully orrespond to those of the East­ 
ern blight, yet we think that a more close 
observation may lead to a great similarity, or 
parallel, in this respect If it be a disease 
arising from a similar cause we need not fear 
that it will become very general or danger­ 
ous, from the fact that col l, freezing weather, 
while the sap is fl iwing freely, is one of the 
necessary conditions of its existence, and we 
very seldom have a fulfillment of this condi­ 
tion in this S:*te Whatever may be the 
fact as to the relations of the two diseases, it 
must be remember'd that any pear tree dis­ 
ease that threatens to become general, or to 
affect in a dangerous manner the culture of 
pears in this State, is a serious matter, and 
should be looked after and mastered as soon 
as possible. Our pear interest is one of the 
most important fruit intere ts we have, and 
we cannot aff ird to neglect it when even a re­ 
mote danger threate s it. 
Wheat for Hay. 
The early wheat in many localities is full 
of chess, and the probability is that in con- 
sequ nce a great deal of it will pay better 
cut for hay than wheat. Those who have 
wheat in this condition should decide»early 
whether to cut for hay or keep for wheat, for 
the reason that wheat hay cut at the proper 
stage of ripeness makes number one hay, but 
if allowed to Btand too long it is of but little 
value. To make go d hay it should be cut 
while just going out of blossom and before 
any of the substance nc-cessary to form the 
kernel has left the stem or straw. Chess 
makes poor hay anyway, but it wili be much 
better if cut green than if allowed to stand 
till the grain begins to form. Hay may be 
cheap this year, but a pood lot of hay is 
worth moie than a poor, foul lot of wheat. 
Hay di es not have to be freighted to the 
other con'inent for a market. Then, too, if 
the wheat be cut for hay while green, it will 
leave the soil with much more of the ingredi­ 
ents in it for the next crop of wheat. 


E a r ly 
M o th s. 
The codling moth seldom comes out from 
the chrysalis form in this State before about 
the middle of May. On last Sunday, the 
15:b, we found pears from which the worm 
hadcr.-pt, showing that the eggs rrm-t have 
been deposited by the moth about the 1st of 
the month. This admonishes those who in­ 
tend to wrap their trees, to catch the worms, 
and thus lessen the second generation in num­ 
bers, they have no time to spare. The trees 
should be wrapp?d at once, or the worms will 
have secured a lodgment in the bail; of the 
trees, and a secmd generation will beflcsured, 
with its additional ravages and damage to 
the fruit crop “ The early bird secures the 
worm ” has a direct application ia this case. 


THE OLD ENGLISH SQUIRE. 
The country squire of the last century, 
whether he was a Squire Western, or a 
Squire AUworthy, resided for the greater 
part of his life in the parish where he was 
born. The number of freeholders was four 
times what it is at present; plurality of es­ 
tates was the exception ; tbe owner of laud, 
like the peasant, was virtually ascriptus 
gtelxr, a practical reality in the middle of 
the property committed to him. 
His 
habits, if he was vicious, were coarse and 
brutal ; if he was a rational being, were 
liberal and temperate ; but in either case 
the luxuries of modern generations were 
things unknown to him. His furniture 
was massive and enduring. His household 
expenditure, abundant in quantity, pro- 
v.ded nothing of the costly delicacies which 
it is now said that every one expects, and 
every one, therefore, feels bound to pro­ 
vide. His eon at Christ-chnich was con­ 
tented, with half the allowance which a 
youth with expectations now holds to be 
the least on which he can live like a gen­ 
tleman. His servants were brought up in 
the family as apprentices, and spent their 
lives under the same roof. His wife and 
daughters made their own dresses, darned 
their own stockings and hemmed their 
own handkerchief». The milliner’s bill 
was an unknown entity at houses where 
the milliner’s bill has become the unvary­ 
ing and not the most agreeable element of 
Christmas. A silk gown lasted a lifetime, 
and the change in fa-hions was counted by 
generations rather than by seasons. A 
London home was unthought of; a family 
trip to the continent as unimaginable as an 
outing to the moon. If the annual migra­ 
tion was something farther than, as in Mr. 
Primrose’s parsonage, from the blue room 
to the browrn, it was limited to the few 
weeks at the county tow D . Enjoyments 
were less varied and less expensive. Home 
was a word with a real meaning. Home 
occupations, home pleasure, home associa­ 
tions and home relations filled up the 
roun I of cxister c . Nothing the w as 
looked for, because nothing else was attain­ 
able. Among other consequences, habits 
were far less expensive. Tno squire’s in­ 
come was small as measured lay modern 
ideas. If he was self-indulgent it was in 
pleasures whieh lay at his own door, and 
liis wealth was distributed among those 
who were born dependent on him. Every 
family on the estate was known in its par­ 
ticulars and had claims for consideration 
which tne lietter sort of gentlemen were 
willing to recognize. If the poor were 
neglected, their means of taking care of 
themselves were infinitely greater than at 
present. 
Tne average squire may have 
been morally no better than his great- 
grandson. In many respects he was prob­ 
ably worse. He was iguorant, he drank 
hard, his language was not particularly 
refined, but his private character was com­ 
paratively unimportant; he was controlled 
in his dealings with liis people by the tra­ 
ditionary English habits which had held so­ 
ciety together for centuries, habits which, 
though gradually decaying, have melted 
entirely away only within living memories.

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A S iio k t H isto r y o f t u b E n o u s h C o lo n ists ix 
A jizR ici. 
By Henry Cabot Lodge. 
New York : 
Harper A Bros. 
San Francisco: A L. Bancrult A 
Co. 1 vol., royal 8vo. 
This is a work of much value. It is a book 
to possess for much reference, after having 
been thoroughly and carefully read. The 
volume, in fact, contains thirteen independ­ 
ent histories (not commentaries nor theories), 
as each one of the colonies is separately 
sketched, and the accepted record of ea£n 
clearly given dotvn to the year 1765. The 
necessity for repeating himself by this 
method was, of course, apparent to the com­ 
piler, but it was preferable to carrying on 
the whole front-of the history at once, as is 
done in the usual historical work. In this 
case Mr. Lodge chose wisely when he re­ 
solved on the plan adopted, for by it he gives 
a much clearer and more satisfactory account 
of the steps which preceded and led to the 
struggle that resulted in the war for 
American independence. He has done this 
not by a mere reoital of events, bnt 
in addition taken us into the inner 
thoughts of the people .of those days, has 
analyzed their character and given us a bet­ 
ter insight into the motives, manners, habits 
and influencing surroundings of the colonists, 
and what gave rise to and fostered the spirit 
which led them, a mere handful, to set the 
mistress of the world at defiance. No ade­ 
quate idea of the real character of this book 
can be given in a mere notice. I t is a work 
of profound historic interest, and posseste?, 
beside, all the charm of romantic narrative 
without the glamor of the sensational. If 
we were called to make comparison as to the 
most interesting of these thirteen histories, 
we should certainly decide that the sketch of 
Virginia, from 1600 to 1765, is the best of the 
efforts of Mr. Lodge. It was the oldest, 
most thickly populated and most important 
of the colonies, and the prominence it has in 
this work is simply what history demands for 
it. Virginia was a leader, she represented 
the most important of the three political 
groups into which the thirteen colonies were 
divided. Next in importance of treatment 
in thi3 excellent work is the sketch of that 
people whose settlement in New Yolk was a 
serious menace to the domination of the En- 
glish-Bpeaking people on this continent, and 
the settlement of whom on Manhattan 
Island was one of the most striking il­ 
lustrations afforded by the history of the 
world of the conquering spirit of commerce. 
Of coarse historical students understand that 
the history of the American colonies is ex­ 
tremely fragmentary, that it can never be 
claimed for it that it possesses the value of 
the history of a nation, until that point is 
reached in 1765, when the Stamp Act Con­ 
gress met. Concerning, however, the deeply 
interesting questions which involve the con­ 
sideration of the lives, habits, thoughts and 
manners of the people who made up the com­ 
munities that fought for liberty and founded 
the United States of America, Mr. Lodge 
says: “ They were questions which ap 
peared to me never to have been answered in 
a compact andcimprehen«ive form ; and this 
volume is an attempt to supply the de­ 
ficiency. The chapters, therefore, which 
purport to describe the various colonies in and 
about the year 1765 represent the purpose of 
the bo jk. They have been worked out, in 
the course of several years, from a tna3s of ma­ 
terial which has been collected in all directions, 
and which, although wholly in print, is in 
many cases as generally unknown as if it still 
slumbered in manuscript. To these chapters 
I have appended notes—mere references— 
partly to support conclusions which 1 thought 
might be questioned and partly to aid other 
students in the same field. The notes repre­ 
sent, however, only a portion of the books, 
tracts and newspapers actually consulted. 
Tnere are many titles in my uote-fcooks of 
works which yielded nothing, and of others 
again which offered matter that had to be 
laid aside from mere superabundance of ma­ 
terial—only the most valuable and im­ 
portant figure in the notes. When I had fin­ 
ished these chapters for which the work was 
undertaken, I felt that it was essential to 
my purpose to give an outline of the political 
history of each colony, in order to present a 
complete picture of tbe various communities. 
These sketches are as condensed as I could 
make them, although tney have run to a far 
greater length than I hoped would be neces­ 
sary. Tlidy make absolutely no pretense to 
original research, but are merely my own 
presentation of facte which ought to be fami­ 
liar to every one. For this reason I have 
thought it entirely superfluous to encumber 
them with notes.”

In this novel Miss Mary Agnes Tincker, 
the author, is herself the heroine. The story 
concerns the American colony in Rome, and 
the author needed not tell us that the story 
reveals a society very low-keyed without 
being vulgar. It is a book full of the bad. 
That is plain but true. Jealousy, hatred, 
meanness personified, all visited upon au un­ 
fortunate American girl in Rome, and she 
the author. If she wrote this book, so full 
of ignoble revelations and the depths of 
meanness, as fiction, then she put her powers 
to poor uses. If sho gives it as fact, it ex­ 
cites commiseration for the weakness of her 
judgment. Miss Tincker ia an admirable 
writer and fine novelist, as she demonstrated 
in “ Signor Monal.lini’s Niece.” but in this 
instance she has shown how weak is art often 
when misanthropy whelms its devotee.

It presents in strong con­ 
trast some very well drawn characters, and 
while the French hero sometimes descends 
from the ideal Frenchman in his expressions, 
the character is a strong one, and what is al«o 
good, is an orignal, but very natural one.

Afraid.—Philologists have discovered 
the fact that the word “ afraid ” is a con­ 
traction of “ after aid.” The old “Anglos, 
in their difficult undertakings, nsed often 
to go “ after aid.” An expression habitu­ 
ally used was understood without refined 
articulation, and when one was seen dally­ 
ing about something he hardly dare under­ 
take, others said he was “ af'r aid.” 
Finally we have the word afraid, the full 
meaning of which is only understood by 
tracing it to its origin. 
Windfall.—This word, in the sense of 
nnexpected good fortune or acquisition of 
money, owes its origin to the fact that in 
former times several of the English nobil­ 
ity held their estates on condition that the 
trees were to be reserved for the use of the 
navy, but such as fell by tbe wind became 
the property of the landlord. A tornado, 
therefore, was a perfect godsend in every 
sense of the term to those who had occu­ 
pancy of extensive forests, and the wind­ 
fall was sometimes of great value. 
Hoosier.—The celebrated Bergen family 
emigrated from Bergen, Norway, by the 
way of Holland to America, and peopled 
parts of New York and New Jersey. In 
1818 one branch of the family moved to 
the vicinity of Lexington, Ky. In 1824 
they decided to move from Kentucky to 
Indiana, and sent out an exploring party 
of four. The latter made a stand near 
where Indianapolis, the Capital of the 
State, now is. One night while they were 
around the fire, where they were making 
their claim, they were suddenly aroused 
by the cry of “ Who’s here ?”—Jfooxirr— 
and from this has come the name of the 
Iudiauian3, "Hoosicrs.” 
B:got.—This word is not, as generally 
supposed, of religious, but of secular and 
political origin. 
Rollo, Duke of Nor­ 
mandy, receiving Giasa, daughter of King 
Charles, in marriage, and with her the 
investiture of the Dukedom, refused to 
perform the usual cerinony of kissing the 
King’s foot in token of subjection unless 
the King would hold it out for that pur­ 
pose, a’d when he urged it answered has­ 
tily, “ No, by God,” whereupon the King 
gave him the name of by God or bigot, and 
the name has passed to all stubborn and 
peevish insisters on their own notions. 
Tam many.—The Society of Tammany, 
or Tammany Hall, as it is more commonly 
called, is over a century and a half old. 
It was originally a sociable club of com­ 
panionable gentlemen, and gradually as­ 
sumed the Lrm of a political association, 
becoming powerful and even dictatorial in 
connection with the local parties of New 
York. It is now and has been for years 
the “ wheel within the wheel” of the Dem­ 
ocratic party of that city and State, and 
its recently elected chief is Mr. John 
Kelly, better known as Boss Kelly, the 
successor of Tweed. The word “ Tam­ 
many” was derived from the name of a 
great chief of the Delaware Indians—Tam 
amend—a leader and warrior of superior 
wisdom and bravery, who at the time of 
his death was known as “ St. Tammany.” 
Lucifer.—One of the finest of all names, 
once borne by a biBhop—Lucifer, Bishop 
of Cagliar—and signifying the light-burner, 
the bright morning star, is now universally 
disused, chiefly, perhaps, because ministers 
believe it is the devil’s name, which it 
really is not. It is one of the greatest 
compliments you can pay 9 man to call him 
Lucifer, for it is really the brightest of all 
names, and they only are worthy to bear 
it who bring light into tbe world. It is a 
popular error that has excluded it from the 
baptismal font. The name has been de­ 
nounced by being applied to phosphoric 
matches, which certainly deserve i t ; but 
it wa3 a pity to lose it as a Christian name 
of men. It may yet be restored to its 
original signification. 
Panic.—This word is used to signify a 
great and general alarm without any ap­ 
parent adequate cause. 
In the oldest 
heathen mythology Pan blew his conch- 
shell when the Titans were fighting with 
the gods. The audacious rebels had stood 
undaunted against the thunders of Jupiter, 
but they tied at the blast, of this 
harsh clarion. Having succeeded so well 
on this occasion, he 
gave a wild 
scream, which filled the* echoes of the 
mountains and put the enemy to flight. 
These old fables— what foundation of 
fact they may have had in the experience 
of infant humanity, who can tell ?—struck 
the heart of the race, and have given a 
name to the saddest realities in every 
period of history. 
Canard,—This word, now popularly, 
used for a hoax, is the French word for 
duck, and the origin for its new application 
is said to have been the following amusing 
“ s;ll” on the public : To give a sly litt 
to the ridiculous pieces of intelligence 
which the journals are in the habit of pub­ 
lishing every morning, Cornlisreti stated 
that an interesting experiment had just been 
made calculated to prove the extraordinary 
voracity of ducks. Twenty of these* fowls had 
been placed together, andoneof them having 
been killed and cut up into the smallest 
possible piecis, feathers and all, and 
thrown to the other nineteen, had been 
gluttonously gobbled up in an exceedingly 
brief space of time. 
Another was 
taken troin the remaining nineteen, 
and being chopped small like its predeces­ 
sor, was served up to the eighteen, and at 
once devoured like the other ; and in like 
manner to the last, who was thus placed in 
the remarkable position of having eaten 
his nineteen companions in a wonderfully 
short time I All this, moat pleasantly nar­ 
rated, obtained a success which the writer 
was far from anticipating, for the story ran 
the rounds of all the journals in Europe. It 
then became almost forgotten for about a 
score of years,when it came back to Amer­ 
ica with amplification, and with a regular 
certificate of the autopsy of the body of 
the surviving duck, whose lesophagus was 
declared to have been seriously injured. 
Every one laughed at the history of the 
canard thus brought up again, but the 
moral retains its novel signification, as 
applied to a hoax. 
A most successful experiment in theater 
illumination, says the Art/lire, was tried on 
March30th and 31stattheAthenieTimof the 
Rue des Martyrs, Paris, with the Werder- 
niann (so-called) incandescent light. The 
peculiarity of it is that it can be graduated 
at will for scenic effects either by intro­ 
ducing resistance coils or by varying the 
velocity of the Gramme machine which 
supplies the eloctricity. These experiments 
were witnessed by several influential mem­ 
bers of the Municipal Council, who soon 
thereafter proposed an inquiry to deter­ 
mine the propriety of compelling all theat­ 
rical managers to light their hail with 
electricity. 


HOME AGAIN. 


SACRAMENTO MERCHANTS HOME 
BY THE SOUTHERN ROUTE. 


Atchison—New Mexico—Las Vegas—Santa 
Fe—Albuquerque—The Elo Grande— 
Arizona — Yuma — Home. 


S a c ram en to , M ay 10, 1881. 
At Minneapolis and St. Paul one finds 
the tide of emigration West at a respect­ 
able flow. The railroad cars and depots 
are alive witb people bound West and 
North. The roads running west to Bis­ 
marck and north to the Manitoba country 
land these people at a cheap rate so quickly 
out on those great plateaus and valleys 
that they do not seem to realize that they 
are well oat of reach of what was once 
considered frontier civilizations ; and they 
never will realize that these swift wheels, 
running day and night, have taken them 
past sections of country more suitable to 
their wants and much nearer the markets 
of the world—bnt the tracts they carry 
and the story they tell prove that the 
great railroad real estate missionary has 
done his work well, and liis converts are 
going to see and know for themselves. 
We saw many Canadians going into Da­ 
kota, which is “ a step in the right direc­ 
tion.” We left the two rival cities in 
charge of the Mississippi, the train backed 
down to Fort Snelling, aud thence we went 
by the Chicago and Milwaukee and Iowa 
Central nearly Bouth through Austin, Ma­ 
son City and Marshalltown to Ottumwa, 
Ia., and thence west by the Burlington and 
Missouri to Omaha. This was a trip of 
over thirty hours through regions of vil­ 
lages and farms that line both sides of the 
road for miles. As far as the eye could 
reach one could see that the board and 
wire fence formed 
. 
COUNTLESS FIELDS, 
Now fresh-turned soil or meadow, show­ 
ing green or stalk and stubble fields to 
each farm, its herd of cattle, sheep or 
swine and miles of cribs filled with the 
white and yellow corn. A view of such 
a realm of varied wealth and intelli­ 
gent industry, free from waste and idle­ 
ness, is worth a trip around this spotted 
earth. It is no strange fact that iowa's 
vote is true from line to line and stream 
to stream. 
_ 
Arriving at Council Bluffs some idea 
was had of the trouble this country has 
had with floods. Several line3 reach here 
now by the same track, and that seems in 
a fearful condition, and is barely crept over 
by th« trains. Even in the deep cuts, 
where one would suppose the formation 
would be fair, the earth seems more like a 
mortar bed, and it is only with the great­ 
est care and labor trains are even now able 
to run out on the bottom. Between the 
town and the Bend bridge the road-beds 
are swept away, the tracks moved, and 
the cars are pitched in all manner of 
shapes. 
It will take much money and 
labor to right things here, and place them 
as they were before the rise. 
We crossed with the train over the 
bridge into Omaha. It was cold and windy, 
with slight rain, the thermometer at 65\ 
and by the date of yesterday’s paper we 
find this is “ May Day,” but the “ queen ” 
is compelled to stay at home with her 
mother alongside the stove. A run of 
about 175 miles west on the Union Pacific 
took us across the Platte river near Grand 
Island and to the pleasantly situated little 
town of Hastings, located about 40 miles 
southeast of Fort Kearny, and in the 
midst of a farming country which 
UURl’RISED us. 
Nineteen years ago the writer proposed to 
give a quit claim deed to this whole coun­ 
try for $ 10, bu* the buyer wanted him to 
include Omaha also. 
Then there were 
sections of the country that did not have 
anything hardly on them, but they have 
been cultivated and now will do well. Very 
little wheat is raised, but there is a large 
yield of corn, oats, etc., and there are good 
meadows for stock, too, which is having 
attention as much as possible under the 
circumstances. Some counties have the 
herd law, and a fence is rarely seen. School 
sections are sold to the people for SO per 
acre on twenty years' time, 6 per cent, in­ 
terest, land exempt from taxation, and it 
is well taken up. The soil is a sandy 
loam, one to two feet thick, on a bed of 
porous clay. Nearly every foot is avail­ 
able for cultivation, aud from forty to 
fifty bushels of corn per acre is produced. 
They bum corn here frequently in place of 
coal. Corn at 20 oents per bushel is nearly 
equal to coal at 86 50 per ton. We have 
noticed another 
STRANGE FREAK 
Of these Nebraska farmers—many of them 
leave their farm implements out under the 
sky, thereby losing enough by injury to ma­ 
chinery to keep their families well supplied 
constantly with first-class mental food, and 
every third year build a barn. Such pio­ 
neer extravagance mu6t Stem strange to 
farmers elsewhere. 
A run of 150 miles southeast from Hast­ 
ings towards Atclmon was through a well- 
occupied country and brought us to a small 
place called Seneca. We had learned that 
we could not reach Atchison via Troy or 
St. Joseph, so we left the train, engaged a 
livery team to drive us across a beautiful 
prairie and farm section ten miles to Cen­ 
traba, where we took the train of the Cen­ 
tral Branch, reaching Atchison dry-shod 
at midnight. 
ATCHISON 
Has eome 15,000 people, has one* good 
business street, a nice union depot, a good 
fair ground and exposition building just 
outside, and seems to be getting along in a 
good, quiet way. It seems that the sleeper 
of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
starts from Kansas City, but the agent 
here (Atchison) was intrusted with the 
sale of one section. This was quite ample 
for the writer, but it is well to bear in 
mind that a family is more certain to get 
accommodations by making Kansas City 
from the East than Atchison. 
The 
forenoon train was taken, aud after a run 
of fifty miles through green farms and 
herds of cattle, via “Valley Falls,” we ar­ 
rived at 1'opcka, where we waited for the 
regular midnight overland train, which 
leaves Kansas City at 10 o’clock p . m. 
Topeka is a lively town of some 18,000 in­ 
habitants (5,000 colored), and is the head­ 
quarters of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe Railroad. The company’s shops 
are also here, and employ some 700 people. 
These, added to the division men of the 
road, and also the State officials, give the 
place quite a business air. 
From Topeka to Li Junta, 500 miles, 
the Atchison, Topoka and Santa Fe Rail­ 
road run3 along tho Arkansas river, yet 
as f ir as a common observer could note, 
the road could have been built anywhere, 
for the river seems to flow on the top of 
an immense plain, aud most of the time it 
ean be seen ahead or behind until the dis­ 
tance narrows it to the eye to the like­ 
ness of a winding silvered ribbon. Its pecu­ 
liarity is said to be that while it runs, as it 
were, on the top of a plain, i ts banks are hardly 
noticeable, yet it never overflows, evapora­ 
tion and absorption by the earth taking 
care of its surplus. The entire distance 
named is hardly broken from a wild level, 
except by nice growing railroad towns, 
farms, herds of cattle aud some very large 
droves of sheep. Large tracts of 
UNOCCUPIED COUNTRY 
Are also seen to the right and left, and while 
some tracts are doubtless owned for graz- 
ine, yet others are just being occupied, 
wind-mills are being put up, and the coun­ 
try promises to be very productive. The 
difference in elevation between Topeka and 
La Junta is some 3 200 feet, but so 
gradual has been the rise that it is hardly 


perceptible to us. Two hundred miles 
more, via Trinidad, brings us to Las Vegas, 
New Mexico, bnt through a mountainous 
country, more or less, reaching in some 
places elevations of over 7,500 feet above 
the level of the sea. Barren rocks and 
snow peaks bound the distance, and near 
us are many miles of wide plateaus where 
herds of sheep and cattle feed nearly the 
entire saason. A change is often found in 
the small valleys of the surrounding moun­ 
tains. Las Vegas is a frame and adobe 
town, located at the west end of a large 
plateau, with good passenger and freight 
depots, claiming some 5,000 inhabitants, 
one-half the voters being Mexicans. Near 
this place, to the south, ia seen “ Starva­ 
tion Point.” The Hot Springs are located 
six miles from here, are supplied w'ith good 
hotels and are visited by many. 
Sixty-five miles more of rough country 
brings one to Lamy Junction, where we 
left the main line, and one hour’s ride by 
rail brought us to the old town of 
SANTA FE. 
This place disputes age with St. Augus­ 
tine, Florida, and claims it is older. It is 
located on the north end of a sandy plateau 
(or valley as they call it here) that extends 
from the 
south nearly 
up to a 
bare 
mountain 
range that bounds 
it on the east, north and northwest. 
A small stream wanders out from the 
mountains and makes across the plain, 
and it would seem as though the early 
Spaniards had tramped the sandy plains 
from Mexico northward until they had 
found a flat tract of land with a refreshing 
stream of water. They, being too much 
exhausted to attempt any further passage 
of these barren peaks, thought this a suit­ 
able place to build a one-story adobe town 
in which to die. We, however, found our 
time well occupied in visiting the quaint 
old streets and buildings of this town. We 
called at the “ Governor’s Palace,” 
where we found Governor Lew Wal­ 
lace ; 
the 
military 
headquarters ; 
the old chapels and their veneralie paint­ 
ings ; Archbishop Lxmy’s house and 
grounds (an oasis in a desert) ; the “Acad­ 
emy,” under the charge of the Sisters of 
Loretto ; also the “ filigree jewelry fac­ 
tory” (Mexican) of Messrs. S. H. Lucas & 
Co. They are now building many frame 
houses. One, the “ Palace Hotel,” is well 
along, and will be ample, and is quite a 
necessary additiou to the features of the 
place. Seventy miles southwest of Lamy 
is another frame and adobe town called 
Albuquerque (“Alberkerkie ”), the junc­ 
tion of the Atchison, Topeka ar.d 
Santa 
Fe 
and the Atlantic 
and 
Pacific roads. The latter is now com­ 
pleted 175 miles west towards California, 
aud is being pushed vigorously. From the 
junction we pass along 
THE KIO GRANDE, 
About 175 miles through a wide, moun­ 
tain, sandy pass, with now and then an 
adobe village of the Pueblos, then leave 
the river, and a run of fifty miles south­ 
west brings us to Dealing, where we take 
the palace car of the Southern Pacific 
road. Knowing that the last portion of 
the Atchison road was hurriedly built, we 
found it much smoother than we expected. 
They are putting in new iron bridges 
for Borne of 
their wooden make­ 
shifts, and it looks as if they vvould soon 
have a first-rate road. Doming is a model 
railroad town. Tne “ eating house,” ticket 
and telegraph offices aud Wells, Fargo A 
Co.’s office are all on cars and on tracks, 
ready to go at a few moments’ notice. 
Alongside the town, under canvas, are the 
livery stables, hotels aud lemonade stands. 
The town site is under fence, to keep the 
people off the cactus, it is said their 
burying-ground is twenty-five piilcs dis­ 
tant, under the shadow of the first hill. 
We were told that to-dav (May 8th) the 
iron was being laid on the bridge that 
crosses the Rio Grande at El Paso. When 
this roa-1 (the Southern Pacific) is com­ 
pleted it will be the road by which to reach 
New Orleans and take a trip East “ through 
the South,” which no one East-bound 
should fail to do. From Dealing to Ben­ 
son, on 


THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC 
Is 175 miles, through alternate plains of 
sand, and pebbled sand and clay, with 
scarce a break. Looking ahead one would 
expect to run into a mountainous country, 
but as you advance the elevations seem to 
fall back from five to thirty miles distant. 
It is, however, quite evident that the road 
is built to etay there, and also that your 
chances for getting even with the accident 
pulicy man are somen hat slim. When 
they hav.e the Fontaine eDgine on this 
road, and get over this country about 
hundred miles an hour, it will be a happy 
day, for the beauties of this country will 
stand the speed of an arrow. 
From Benson, via Tucson, to Yuma, 300 
miles, is a little more broken in places, 
with an occasional oasis, but it is the same 
Africa and has the same curse—a sandy 
upland, where little grass is seen and cac­ 
tus rules as king. 
su c h c a c t u s! 
Such varieties of kinds, shapes and colors 
is really wonderful. Yuma is another 
frame and adobe town, and has stood the 
blasts from the desert a long time. We 
note that many of the people had their 
beds placed out in the dooryards under an 
open exuva», which, at 5 o’clock in the 
morning, gave the town a comfortable and 
quiet appearance, you see. From Yuma 
to Banning, 160 miles, is first over a plain 
of sand that seems crusted with alkali, 
and then one comes to a section of coun­ 
try where at times ti e sand blows and 
drifts fearfully. For ninety miles of the 
way one is at and below the sea level—at 
one place 264 feet below ; and along here a 
certain style of people become devilish, aud 
seem to eDjoy the surrounding desolation 
They have gone some 1,400 feeb atone 
point for water, and getting nothing but 
sea water at tome 500 feet, have given it up. 
For many miles back, at most any time, 
one can see beautiful-looking lake3 filled 
with islands of green and pebbled beach ; 
again, woods and castles of wondrous 
shapes. At times the waters reflect the 
distant mountains as distinctly as does 
Lake Tahoe—and yet it is all a mirage. 
We found it a little warm, but really not 
more oppressive than we fohnd it one day 
in Kansas. 
After leaving Banning we soon got into 
the promised land, aud it 19 not merely 
fancy when we insist that the air is more 
buoyant and free from sultry drowsiness ; 
that the country takes on more life, and 
the people show more decided improve­ 
ment. We do not find the fields looking 
quite as well as we would like. All along 
the road towards Stockton there can be 
seen mere or less “ tares” among the grain. 
The stock looks well. As the gilded dome 
at Sacramento begins to show, the fields 
look better. We are 
NEARING HOME, 
Not an occurrence, but by dusting it we 
could not, on some part of it, find the 
color—no, not in the whole 12,000 miles, 
nor a place that with its surround­ 
ings and people we liked better than 
Sacramento.

Tlie Eucalyptus and the Sanitary Changes 
It b m Accomplished In the 
Roman Campagna. 


One lovely morning last October we left 
our hotel hard by the Pantheon, and in a 
few minutes came to the Tiber. 
If we 
except the quaint and bright costumes of 
many classes of the people, and the ever- 
changing street scenes of Rome, there is 
nothing in the drive of very much interest 
until we reach the river. 
Here, looking 
back, we see the noble structure which 
crowns the Capitoline Hill. 
The fine 
building on the further bank of the river 
is the Hospital of St. Michele. 
On this 
side we are passing the small harbor of the 
steamboats which ply to Ostia. 
Presently, 
the Marmorata, or landing-place of the 
beautiful marble c-f Carrara, is reached. 
Prom here a drive of a few minutes brings 
us to the cypress covered slope of the 
Protestant Cemetery, where, in the shadow 
of the pyramid of Cestius, lie the graves 
of Shelley and Keats. 
A part from the in­ 
terest attached to these two lowly tombs 
and the memories aroused by their touch­ 
ing epitaphs, no Englishman can visit this 
secluded spotand'look w ithout deepfeeling 
upon the last resting-places of his country­ 
men, who have died so many hundred 
miles from home and friends. 
The ceme­ 
tery is kept in order and neatnesB, and 
flowers grow upon nearly all the graves. 


OUR ROUTE 
Next lay along the base of that rem ark­ 
able enigma the Monte Testaccio, a hill as 
high as the I-ondon Monument or the Ven­ 
dóme Column at Paris, made entirely of 
broken pots and tiles; as old perhaps as 
the time of Nero. 
Leaving behind this 
singular heap of earthenware, we thraad 
long avenues of locust trees, and presently, 
passing through the gate of St. Paul, reach 
the magnificent basilica of that name. 
Nor 
can I pause here to dwell upon the mar­ 
vels of this noble temple, or to tell of its 
glorious aisles and column-supported gal­ 
leries ; of its lake-like marble floor, or of 
the wealth of malachite, of lapis lazuli, or 
verde antique, of alabasttr and of gold, 
th at has been lavished npemthe decoration 
of its shrine. 
I must stop, however, to 
note th at nowhere has the presence of the 
dread malaria made itself to obvious to 
myself. 
We had scarcely entered the 
church when we became conscious of an 
odor which recalled at once the retort- 
house of a gas-works, the bilge-water on 
board ship and the atmosphere of a die- 
secting-i'oom ; and we were obliged to 
make a hasty retreat. 
There coukl be 
little doubt that the gascou3 emanations 
which produced this intolerable odor were 
equally present in the Campagna outside, 
but that in the church they were pent up 
and concentrated. 
Even did space admit, 
this ic not the place to enter into any pro­ 
longed dissertation on th e history or causes 
of thi3 
TERFJE1E SCOURGE 
Of the Roman Campagna, the fever-pro­ 
ducing malaria. 
The name expresses the 
unquestionable truth, that it is a gaseous 
emanation from the soil ; and all that is 
certainly known about it may be summed 
up in a very few lines. 
The vast undulat­ 
ing plain known as the Campagna was ages 
ago overflowed by the sea, and owes its 
present aspect to volcanic agency. 
Of 
this the whole Eoil affords ample evidence. 
Not only are lava, peperioo, and the vol­ 
canic p zzuelana abundant, but in many 
places- as at Brc.cci .no and Uaccano—are 
to be seen the remains of ancient craters. 
W hen the Campagna ivas in the earliest 
phase of it3 history, i: was one fertile 
gardeD, interspersed with thriving towns 
and villages. 
It was also the theater ef 
events which term irated in making Rome 
the mistress cf the world. 
This very 
supremacy was the final cause of its ruin 
and of its present desolation. 
While the 
land remained ia the possession of small 
holders every acre was assiduously tilled 
and drained ; but when it passed into the 
hands of large landed proprietors, who 
held it from the mere lust of possession, it i 
became ancared for and uncultivated.

markable result, though no doubt to a great 
extent due to the drainage and alteration 
of the character of the soil by cultivation, 
is unquestionably mainly owing to the 
planting of the eucalyptus. It would take 
long to tel! of the heroic perseverance of 
these monks ; of the frequent discourage- 
menta, of the labor interrupted by sick­ 
ness, of the gaps made in their cumber by 
the fatal malaria, and the undaunted cour­ 
age in overcoming obstacles which has 
culminated in the result now achieved. 
Let us pass to the consideration of 
THE ACTUAL MEANS 
By which so happy a change in their im­ 
mediate surroundings has been brought 
about. 
A t Tre Fontane arc cultivated at 
least eleveD varieties of eucalyptus. Some 
of these, as E. vmbuilis and A. botryoidcx, 
flourish best where the ground is naturally 
hum id; A’, resinífera and A’, meliodora love 
best a drier soil. 
The variety Global"s 
(blue gum tree) possesses a happy adapta­ 
bility to nearly any possible condition of 
growth. 
A t the monastry, as in most 
elevated parts of the Campagna, the soil is 
of volcanic origin, and there is not much 


even of that; often only eight, and rarely 
more than sixteen inches overlying the com­ 
pact tufa. But, with the aid of very simple 
machinery, the Trappista bore into the sub­ 
soil, blast it with dynamite, and find, in 
the admixture of its debris with the arable 
eartb, the most suitable soil for the recep­ 
tion of the young plants. 
The Beeds are so* 
in autumn, in a 
mixture of ordinary garden-earth, the soil 
of the country, and a little thoroughly de­ 
composed manure. This is done in wooden 
boxes, which, with the object of keeping 
the seeds damp, are lightly covered until 
germination has taken place. 
W hen the 
youn* plants have attained to about two 
inches, they are transferred to very small 
flower-pots, where they remain until the 
time arrives for their final transportation. 
The best time for this operation is in spring, 
because the seedlings have then quite eight 
months in which to gather strength against 
the winter cold. 
One precaution taken in 
planting is worth notice. 
Each plant is 
placed in a hole of like depth and diameter. 
In this way no individual rootlet is more 
favored than its fellow, and, as each ab­ 
sorbs its soil-nutrinient equally, the regu­ 
larity of growth and of the final form of 
the tree is assured. 


A SPACE OF THREE FEET 
Is left between each seedling ; but so rapid 
is the growth, that in the following year it 
is found necessary to uproot nearly one- 
half of the plants, which finally find 
themselves at a distance from each other 
of about five feet. 
From this time much 
care is required in weeding and particular­ 
ly in sheltering from 
the 
wind, for 
the stem of the eucalyptus is particu­ 
larly 
fragile, 
and 
violent 
storms 
sometimes rage in the Campagna. 
The 
other great enemy of the tree is cold, and 
this offers an almost insurmountable ob­ 
stacle to its successful culture in Gre»t 
Britain. 
It teems to be well proved that 
most of the species will survive a winter 
in which the temperature does not fall 
lower than 23° Fallr. 
How fortunately 
circumstanced is the culture of the tree at 
Rome, may be learned from the 
fact 
that the mean lowest temperature regis­ 
tered at the observatory of the Roman 
College during the years 1803 '74 was 
23 43 . 
Once only in those years a cold of 
20 ivas registered, aud even th at does not 
seem to have injured the plants ; but 
when, in 1S75, the minimum tem perature 
fell to 10, the result was *the loss in a 
single night of nearly half the plantation 
of the year. 
But when, as at Tre Fontane, the con­ 
ditions of growth are on the whole favor­ 
able, the rapidity of th at growth ap­ 
proaches the marvelous. 
The mean hight, 
for example, of three treeB chosen for 
measurement by M. Vallee in 1S7Í), was 
twenty-six feet, and the mi -n circumfer­ 
ence twenty-eight inches. 
These tTees had 
been planted in 1S75, or in other words 
were little inore than four years old. Other 
trees of eight years’ growth were fifty feet 
high and nearly three feet in circumference 
at their largest part. 
THESE FIGURES 
R fer to Eucalyptus globulus, which cer­ 
tainly grows faster than the other species ; 
and it must be remembered that ía tvárméf 
climates the growth is even stui more 
rapid. 
I have seen, for example, trees of 
Eucalyptus resinífera at B'.idah in Algeria 
which at only five years old were already 
quite sixty feet high. 
The question of how and why the euca- 
lypts exercise sanitary changes so impor­ 
tant as those which have been effected at 
this little oasis in the Campagna, may be 
best answered when two remarkable prop­ 
erties which characterize many of the spe- 
ci- s have been shortly considered. 
The 
first of these is the enormous quantity of 
w ater which the plant can absorb from the 
soil. 
It has been demonstrated th at a 
square meter—which may roughly be taken 
as equal to a square yard -of the leaves of 
Eucalyptus globulus will exhale into the 
atmosphere, during twelve hours, four 
pints of water. Now, as this square meter 
of leaves—of course the calculation in­ 
cludes, both 
surfaces—weighs two and 
three-quarter pounds, it will be easily Seen 
that any given weight of eucalyptus leaves 
can transfer from • the soil to the atmos­ 
phere nearly twice th at weight of water. 
M. Vallee does not hesitate to say that 
under the full breeze and sunshine—which 
could necessarily form no factor in such ac­ 
curate experiments as those conducted by 
him—the evaporation of w ater would be 
equal to four or live times the weight of 
the leaves. 


ONE I EASES TO WONDER 
A t these figures, on learning that it has 
been found possible to count, on a square 
millimeter of the under surface of a single 
leaf of E ucalyptus globulus, no less than 
three hundred and fifty stomata or breath­ 
ing pores. 
And it now begins to be intelli­ 
gible that, if such an enormous quantity of 
w ater can be transferred from earth to air, 
it may be possible that an atmosphere, 
which w ithout such aid would he laden 
with malarious exhalations, may be ren­ 
dered pure by this process of leaf distilla­ 
tion ; the putrescible constituents of the 
stagnant water are absorbed by the roots, 
and become part of the vegetable tissue of 
the tree. 
BUT THIS IS NOT ALL. 
Like those of the pine, the leaves of all 
species of eucalyptus secrete large quanti­ 
ties of an aromatic essential oil. 
It has 
recently been shown—and the statem ent 
has been very impressively put by Mr. 
Kingzett—that, under the combined action 
of air and moisture, oils of the turpentine 
class are rapidly oxidized, and that, as a 
result of this oxidation, large quantities of 
peroxide of hydrogen are produced. Now, 
peróxido of hydrogen is—-being itself one 
of the most potent oxidizers known—a very 
active disinfectant ; and, as the leaves of 
some species of eucalyptus contain in each 
one hundred pounds from three to six 
pounds of essential oil, we can hardly 
avoid the conclusion that the oxygen- 
carrying property of-the oil is an import­ 
ant element in the 
malaria-destroying 
power of the genus. 
Moreover, the oxida­ 
tion of the oil is attended by the formation 
of large quantities of substances analogous 
in their properties to camphor, and the 
reputation oi camphor as an hygienic agent 
seems sufficiently well founded to allow us 
to adm it at least the possibility of these 
bodies playing some part in so beneficent a 
scheme. 
Before closing this paper, it may

P aris, April 24, 1881. 
The fife and the drum are still con­ 
stantly heard in the streets of the French 
capital as regiments of soldiers, come from 
the different parts of the country, traverse 
the city from some railroad depot to the 
Gare de Lyons, from which the train 
leaves for the M editerranean Sea. 
The 
Kroumirs seem to no longer occupy the 
minds of the public, for attention at pres­ 
ent 
is 
directed 
to 
the 
Boy, 
and 
Tunis 
in 
general. 
In 
the 
letter 
which 
the 
Bey 
sent 
to 
all 
the 
different European powers, and a copy of 
which was placed before the M inister of 
Foreign Affairs of France, he said th at the 
French, should they invade Tunisian ter­ 
ritory, would be held responsible for con­ 
sequences over which he could have no con­ 
trol. 
Which meant that he had been busy 
exciting the fanatical hatred of his people 
against the French, and on the appearance 
of the French army or fleet all Europeans 
resident at Tunis would experience barbar­ 
ous treatm ent at the hands of this most 
barbarous people. 
In fact, so great is the 
apprehension of the European residents at 
Tunis that many have withdrawn their 
funds from there and placed them in France 
or England ; others continually write to 
their different Governments to know what 
is best to do, and if they should decide on 
remaining where they are would they look 
to them for protection. 
In fact, the news 
which constaiitly.arrives proves that these 
nations at Tunis are 


IN GREAT DANGER, 
Owing to the religious and holy war 
preached to the Arabian population, and a 
street battle seems imminent. 
The differ­ 
ent journals state that even though the 
French 
and 
European 
population 
be 
menaced, in five or six hours the French 
troops could be transported bv the railroad 
in the neighborhood of Tunis, and iu 48 
hours the French fleet could be at La 
Goulette. 
Yet it is hardly to be supposed 
that the French troops would abandon the 
Kroumirs to take the train, and it may well 
be asked what horrors might not takeplace 
in the meantime, for the news cannot arrive 
immediately ; the telegraphic wires would 
becut, as has justoccurred near La Calle, and 
the harm would be done before assistance 
could reach the victims. Besides it is foolish 
to suppose that the fanatical Arabians re­ 
quire idore than eight or ten hours, when well 
armed and sustained by regular troops, to 
kill, assassinate and slaughter a population 
without means of defcr.se and composed 
for the most part of women and children. 
The Bey himself has recognized the danger, 
for in all his conversations with the French 
áud foreign agents he has invariably given 
them to understand that in case of insur­ 
rection he would be powerless to repress 
the movement. 
How, in fact, would he 
be expected to repress it when it was he 
who commenced exciting the Arabs, for he 
is their chief and accomplice, and it is 
probable he would urge them to massacre 
while appearing to disapprove of it, and 
would, aiter the thing were done, wasii his 
hands of the responsibility. 
Individuals 
who have witnessed an insurrection of 
Arabs, urge the French Government to 


MAKE ALL POSSIBLE HASTE 
In sending a fleet to La Goulette and sol­ 
diers to the capital of Tunis, for through 
prompt measures only can the French and 
othc-r foreign residents there be spared the 
horrors that inevitably await them. Many 
insist that it is the only means of finishing 
with the war at an early day and prevent­ 
ing its becoming an incendiary match for 
the whole of Europe, for a ileet at the 
Goulette and soldiers at the capital would 
have the effect of intimidating the Bey and 
of frightening the Tunisians, and the Krou­ 
mirs perceiving themselves no longer sus­ 
tained by th tir allies, would no longer be 
dangerous ; they would feel themselves 
abandoned, and would rc-eist only for the 
form, and their defeat would become an 
easy task. 
But should a French fleet ap 
pear a t the Goulette, say some, there would 
then be an excuse for other nations to send 
their fleets also , to protect their different 
subjects, and the afl iir would become in­ 
conveniently complicated. As though such 
would not at any rate occur should the 
news reach the different Governments that 
their respective subject? had teen ma sa­ 
cred by the Arabs, and then it would be too 
late to protect these unfortunate victims. In 
fact their case seems to be a desperate one, 
for their danger is known, and yet no one 
dares go to their assistance. 
It was re­ 
ported yesterday, and even printed in 
several newspapers, th at the French Con­ 
sul at Tunis had been assassinated, bnt the 
report this morning has been contradicted, 
and it seems his life has only be. n threat­ 
ened. 
It appears the Kroumirs are 


ALL ARMED 
W ith Italian rifles, as well are other revo­ 
lutionary tribes, and they are constantly 
receiving provisions of ammunition, bnt 
from what quarter the French authorities 
have not yet been able'to ascertain. 
The 
word “ K roum ir" has become at I’aris a 
synonym of everything that is horrible and 
savage, and only the other day an instance 
was given of the preoccupation of the mind 
of the people with this ferocious creature. 
At the foire du pain d’djnre is a negro of 
large size who passes for a modest giant, 
and who is on exhibition in one of the 
numerous little tenta which throng the 
grounds, and which exhibit their treas­ 
ures for the trifling sum of two sou?.

had

from one tent to another through the 
crowd, when some one, either from convic­ 
tion or from devilishness, cried out. “There 
goes a Kroumir Í” Immediately the crowd 
collected aroucil the tall African, who, 
hearing the exclamation, aceejti d the affair 
as a juke, grinned the whole length of his 
ivory, 
and, 
grasping a 
little 
child 
near him, raised it 
in 
the 
air and 
made believe to 
eat 
it. 
The child 
who apparently was not iu the play, failed 
to appreciate the joke and uttered the 
most unearthly screams, thus attracting a 
much larger crowd, which, ignorant of the 
origin of the excitement, supposed the ne­ 
gro was harming the child and sprang upon 
him. beating him with such rage that when 
the garuiens de la p*ix did arrive the un­ 
fortunate giant was in such a pitiable con­ 
dition that they were obliged to carry him 
to the hospital.

THE FORCE OF HABIT 
That in these places of amusement the 
same people may almost always be seen, 
and as it has often been stated th at in­ 
dividuals carry their different professions 
marked on their faces, so it may be that 


like tastes produce like expressions, for 
there is a wonderful family likeness be­ 
tween these habitues of the concert halls. 
Yet among the vast number of concerts 
which constantly take place at Paris, no 
one has ever been known to make any 
money out of them. This is so well-known 
that no one ever tries any more, for the 
French capital is somewhat considered, in 
an artistic sense, as a school of examination, 
where, after having passed muster before 
the most zealous and severe of judge*, you 
are stamped with a certain value Which will 
permit you to claim the attention of the 
rest of the world. 
Therefore, all artists of 
any note in their native country hasten 
to Paris to receive that stamp, so th at the 
gay capital has had in review all the 
celebrities of the world. 
As it is the 
artist’s object to make himself known and 
concerts tied a most damaging rival in 
theaters, a vast number of invitations are 
sent to artistic celebrities, who, fatigued 
with the monotony of the entertainments 
to which they are constantly invited, usu­ 
ally give these tickets to relatives or 
friends, for there are always a number of 
amusement hungry people 
FORAGING FOR A CONCERT 
Or theater ticket which may permit them 
to obtain their food gratis. 
The con- 
cert-rooms 
in 
consequence 
are always 
filled, yet is there no money forthcoming, 
and 
as 
each 
artist 
who gives the 
concert 
must 
have 
other 
artists 
to 
assist 
him, 
aud 
these . artists 
have 
to be paid, so no money may be lost 
by the affair, a convenient arrangement is 
arrived at between these different artists. 
They separately agree to eiug or play at the 
concert of a certain confrere if in turn he 
will later take part iu their concerts, and 
so on, until ¿n order to have given a com­ 
plete concert one self he must have per­ 
formed at teu others. 
Ladies as a general 
thing at the present day confine their 
talen's to the piano or to singing, except 
in Germany where an entire orchestra of 
ladies is to be found, and which has be­ 
come world renowned. 
The other evening 
1 met in a private salon a Venetian lady 
who plays the flute with the talent of a 
great artist. 
H er gentle manners, the 
sweetness of her voice and the soft, limpid 
expression of her eyes, peculiar to the 
women of her country, which seem to 
have 
caught 
the 
moonlight 
glimmer 
on 
the 
water 
surrounding 
the 
gondolas, all 
were 
in 
harmony 
with 
the sweet, delicate instrum ent she had 
chosen as the medium of expression of her 
divine inspirations. 
La Signora Bianehini 
had met with great success throughout 
Germany and Austria after having left her 
native land, and came to Paris expecting 
to gather as great a harvest of louis d’or ; 
but, althougn she has performed in per­ 
haps teD concerts, and after gave a concert 
ot her own, in which those indebted to 
her took part, she was unable to realize 
anything, and is about to take her depart­ 
ure for London, to endeavor there to re­ 
trieve her poor fortune. 
Bnt artists, if 
unfortunate 
with 
their 
concerts, find 
means of making money by peifoimiDg in 
fashionable salons, where they are, as a 
general thing, magnificently remunerated 
for their trouble, and no soiree is con­ 
sidered 
complete 
unless 
artists 
of 
more or less note are present to charm 
the guests, and as a m atter of course 
the more distinguished 
the artists the 
greater the expense incurred by the hoit, 
and the more elegant the entertainment. 
Even among the p-tits bourgeois whose 
purses muy not perm it them the luxury of 
paying professional singers, the r evening’s 
entertainment is considered unsuccessful 
unless some amateurs of more or less tal­ 
ent edify the guests through their artistic 
efforts. 
In fact any one in Paris who is 
gifted w ith musical talent is never in need 
of friends, or I should say of social enter­ 
tainment, for his society’ is constantly de- 
mai-ded by all those who may lie acquaint­ 
ed with him.

The French K public is paying marked 
attention to the educatiou of the masses, 
and the higher education of the women is 
not a subject of the least importance. Mr. 
Jules Simon haa been an eloquent aclvo- ¡ 
cate in favor of the women, inspired, it is? 
said, by his wife, who was formeily a 
school teacher. 
1 remember at the time of . 
the last grand exposition at Paris of seeing ' 
her in the American educational depart- | 
mentRDgeriiig all the ponderous hooks and ; 
having explained to her the different moth- 
ods of instruction so successfully followed 
in that land of liberty. 
I remarked, how- 
over, that in the ideas pi«posed by Mr. 
Jules Simon before the Senate he neglected 
to mention the source of so much wise in­ 
formation. 
The most eloquent advocate of 
the higher education of women in France 
has been Mr. A. Say, the brother of Mr. 
Leon Say, the President of .the Senate. 
He has spent most all of his senatorial ca- 
leer in passing a bill for the establishment 
of High and normal schools for girls. 
As 
incredible as it may seem, the clerical party i 
of the Senate cried out against the proposition 
with holy horror, and accnsed the Repub- 
licaus of wishing to send the women of 
their country to the devil by giving them ; 
too much learning, as though the want oi 
learning and their religious instruoti n had 
so far placed them beyond the reach of the 
devil. 
Tne bill, after the most furious op- ¡ 
position, was at last pissed, and normal 
schools are being established throughout 
the country. 
Heretofore, a young girl iu 
finishing her education in France, was as 
far advanced as those of our grammar 
schools, and when she had passed her ex­ 
amination at the Hotel de Vilie, examina­ 
tions conducted by the Government, she 
was provided with a certificate to teach, 
and considered as accomplished as any 
woman had a right to b -, although with us 
she would have been only prepared to en­ 
ter the high school with her head crowded 
with religious history and devoid o f.much 
practical science. 
All this is now to be 
changed, and the French woman is to be as 
well educated as those of Russia, America 
and elsewhere. 
There is a society called 
the “ Ligue Franoaise de i’Easeignement,” 
composed, of course, of all the professors 
of ths land and distinguished savants of 
the country. 


a Congress 
Was recently held at Paris composed of 
delegates of all the educational societies of 
France, and a grand meeting was held in 
the Troeidero, salle de fete, presided by- 
Mr. Gambetta, who made one of the most 
eloquent speeches on education it has been 
any one’s good fortune to liste-n to. 
Mr. 
Jules Ferry, the Minister of Public In ­ 
struction, invited the delegates to attend 
the Theatre Francais, and engaged some 
five hundred seats for them. 
On that 
evening a comeely of Alexandre Dumas 
fits was to have been played, but as it 
was not considered sufficiently instructive 
or dignified for so august a body, the Minis­ 
ter had the programme changed and " L s 
Femmes Savantes” of Moliere was given in­ 
stead.

R e c o r d - U n io s contained two quite con­ 
tradictory expressions of opinion in regard 
to the new translation of the N ew Testa- ! ,, 
ment. 
A local preacher, Mr. Rice, said, 
in a letter to this journal, that “ it was 
“ naturally to be expected that after two 
“ hundred and seventy years the Euglish 
“ translation of the Bible would need to 
“ be revised. 
But we shall have the same 
“ Bible as before, and the accuracy of the 
“ text, compared with other ancient books, 
“ will be wonderfully dem onstrated.” 
In 
another column appeared a dispatch from 
London, giving seme account of a slashing 
criticism of the new translation, 
ju st 
published by the Standard. 
The English 
critic does not a t all agree w ith the posi­ 
tion taken by M r. Rice. 
H e is equally 
orthodox, b ut he holds th a t the revisers 
of the New T estam ent have played havoc 
w ith the t e x t ; th a t we shall not have “ the 
“ same Bible as before 
and th at, iu fact, 
we shall have 
a Bible so changed or 
mangled th a t the religious world m ay be 
expected to reject it altogether. 
“ The 
“ impression produced upon the public 
“ m ind,” says the critic, “ is one of dis- 
“ appointm ent and dissatisfaction.'’ 
The 


revisers, he asserts, have been hypercriti­ 
cal. 
They have introduced changes for no

purpose than to satisfy

purism . 
To 
do tliis 
they

destroyed the

In short, it would seem th a t the 
revisers have m ade a sad mess of their 
work, according to the Standard. 
One of 
the objections raised by this erudite critic 
*s th at “ St. Paul’s praise of charity, une- 
“ qualed in its own kind for ringing ryth- 
“ mical eloquence, is mangled and made 
“ unrecognizable by th e senseless su b stitu ­ 
t i o n of the word "lo v e ’ for ‘ ch arity .’ ” 
W e are sorry th a t the critic should have 
ventured upon this specific charge, for his 


own sake, for it exposes his ignorance of 
G reek m ost conspicuously. 
The tru th is 
th a t the G reek word ¡caritas, w hich in the 
authorized version i¿ translated “ ch arity " 
(in th e 13th chapter of the F irst Epistle 
to th e Corinthians) does not mean “ ch ar­ 
ity ,” and does mean “ love,” and we had 
supposed th a t every school-boy knew e o 
m uch. 
If, therefore, if is of any conse­ 
quence to have the real m eaning of the 
authors of 
the cam m ed books, the new 
translation is right, and the objection of 
the Standard is preposterous. 
And in 
tru th it is clear th a t all such objections arc 
m ost irrational from a common sense stan d ­ 
point, though the whole w ork of revision 
is anomalous from an orthodox standpoint. 
Thus wo find Mr. Rice saying th a t it was 
“ naturally to be expected th a t a lte r two 
“ hundred and seventy years the English 
“ translation of the Bibie w ould need to b e 
“ revised.” 
W hy was it “ n aturally to be 


first principles of textual criticism, if

In regard to objections 
against revision based upon rejection of 
tex ts on which dogmas have been founded, 
Dean A lford rays th a t euch changes are 
made “ sim ply as an act of honest obedi- 
‘ ‘ ence to tru th of testim ony, or tru th of ren­ 
d e r in g . * * A translator of Holy Script- 
“ ure m ust be absolutely colorless : ready to 
“ sacrifice the clearest text, and th e plain- 
“ est proof of doctrine, if th e words are 
“ not those of w hat he is constrained in 
‘ • his conscience to receive as God’s teach­ 
i n g . ” 
This is adm irably candid, and it 
is impossible not to respect th e honesty 
which thus puts the discovery of the tru th 
before the m aintenance of dogma, regard­ 
less of w hat m ay follow snoh intellectual 
integrity. 
The fatal dilem m a of orthodoxy consists 
in the irreconcilable discrepancy between 
its foundation and superstructure. 
I t has 
been claiming, as the chief bulw ark of its 
authority, the plenary inspiration of the 
B.ble.

T hat o f Rome has peculiar 
m ethods of argum ent. 
B ut it has become 
necessary to re-trans!ate the Bible, and in 
doing so it is unavoidably revealed

The English public have been abusing 
Mr. Froude ever since the publication of 
(a rly i-3 Reminiscences, and they have 
actually held him responsible for the opin­ 
ions an i utterances of his friend. 
Because 
Carlyle tore the characters of all his ac­ 
quaintances to ta tte r s ; becanse he had 
never a good word to say of anyone except 
his father, his wife, and E dw ard Irv in g ; 
“because he has exhibited his own tenden­ 
cies in a very u n tlitterin g and disillusion­ 
izing m anner ; Froude is taken to ta3k. 
I t 
s said th a t he ought to have “ e d ite d ” the 
reminiscences carefully. Now if th is means 
anything it means th a t th e biographer ought 
to have suppressed the actual sayings of 
C arlyle, aud by omission and perhaps in ­ 
te r lolation, have given to his m emoirs a 
false and u tterly m isleading character. 
If 
'th e ground be taken th a t Froude ought not 
to have p rinted the reminiscences at all, 
no doubt there is some w arrant for th at 
position. 
B ut if it be held th a t he was 
under obligation to publish them , and th at 
th e y contained m atter which the world 
would not have been w ithout for a great 
deal, then it is evident th a t Mr. Froude 
m ost have so altered them as to destroy 
th eir value and discredit his integrity, or 
he m ust have done w hat he did. 
If Car­ 
lyle’s reputation has suffered from this rev­ 
elation of his carping and little spirit, th at 
certainly is not Froude’s fault. 
W hether 
is it b etter th a t th e w orld should know

should delude itself w ith a wholly erro­ 
neous idealization of him ?

As a railroad manager observed 
before the Congressional Committee on 
Transportation to the Seaboard, when this 
same question about the effect of stock- 
w atering on rate3 was asked him : “ There 
“ never was such a thing heard of as a 
“ company that increased its capital stock 
“ as an excuse or occasion for p utting up 
“ rates. 
If the capital were doubled, and 
“ an attem p t should be m ade to double 
“ the rates so as to pay on the doubled 
“ capital the same percentage of dividend 
“ th a t was prim arily paid, the dim inution 
“ of th e business would probably m ake the 
“ results a less aggregate compensation 
“ than before.” 


The fact is th a t th e R ailroad Commis­ 
sioners are quite right. 
T here is no con­ 
nection betw een the rates charged and the 
dividends or interest on capital invested. 
I t is common for corporations to capitalize 
th eir surplus earnings, and this they have 
a perfect right to do, nor does it m ake the 
least difference to anybody w hat dividends 
they pay in this way. 
E very railroad 
tariff is fram ed upon principles w hich lit­ 
erally ignore all such considerations as this 
of dividends upon stock. 
T he tariff' is 
fram ed w ith a view to make the maximum 
profit on transportation. 
T hat is the fun­ 
dam ental principle of all business. 
How 
this is to be done is a complex question. 
It involves consideration not only of w hat 
the freight w ill bear, as tested by its 
m arket value, b n t of w hat th e future in­ 
terests of the road require for the develop­ 
m ent of business ; of th e general and special 
costs of operation ; of through and way 
com petition ; and of a m ultitude of other 
factors each of which has .its peculiar im ­ 


portance. 
W h at profit shall be m ade over and 
above operating expenses is a question 
w hich cannot be determ ined in advance. 
I t depends entirely upon influences all of 
which arc beyond the control of the rail­ 
road managers. 
A drought, a Hood, a 
riot, an epidemic, m ay a t any m oment 
unsettle all calculations, and change profits 
into losses. 
If profits are made they have 
no connection w ith th e capital invested. 
No m atter w hether th a t is large or small 
every company follows the same rule, 
namely, to m ake all the profit possible. 
Some companies capitalize th eir surplus 
earning*, aud others do not. 
T h at is a 
m atter, however, of no concern to the 
public. 
No company can raise its rates in 
order to 
pay 
larger 
dividends 
upon 
w atered stock. 
T hat idea is preposterous, 


If the stock is increased and tiie same 
dividends are paid upon it, the fact m en ly 
indicates th at the profits of the business 
are larger than form erly ; th a t is to say, 
th a t th e volume of th e business has in­ 
creased. 
B ut ft does not in d icarirth at the 
charges have been raised, and in all such 
cases inquiry* would show th a t they had 
not been raised. 
A little investigation in 
a case of this kind is b etter than a great 
deal of loose conjecture. 
L et th e public 
m ake inquiry and it will soon ascertain 
th a t the statem ent of th e Railroad Com­ 
missioners in this regard is strictly true.

GOSSIP ABOUT 
PRECIOUS 
STONES. 


The jewelers of San Francisco will tell 
yon that a curious state of things exists 
just now in their business. 
They have for 
some time been exporting diamonds and 
other precious stones. 
The explanation of 
this is interesting. 
The collapse of the 
stock market has brought a number of once 
flourishing people into comparative pov­ 
erty. 
Brokers were always lavish custom­ 
ers of the jewelers. 
Of late they have 
been selling their jewels in quantities. 
In 
the flush times of the bonanza mines there 
were more diamonds and costly jewelry 
sold in San Francisco than in any other 
city in the world of its population, and 
these kind of wares therefore naturally 
poured in there from all parts of the earth. 
Now, however, they are finding their way 
back to the jewelers, who in some cases 
buy them outright, 
m iking 
handsome 
profits thereby, and in other cases send 
them abroad for sale on commission. When 
a piece of jewelry has become well known 
it is of course difficult to sell it a second 
time. 
Nobody likes to think that it will 
be associated with its former owner after it 
has passed into their hands. 
Consequently 
conspicuous articles, such as necklaces, 
etc., are often taken to pieces, and the 
stones are sold separately or made up into 
new forms. 
Diamonds of late years have become so 
num erous as to be quite common. 
The 
South African diam ond fields have flooded 
the m arket w ith au inferior quality of 
stones, bu t the “ old m in e” diam onds, as 
they are called, still m aintain their high 
prices aud their reputation, 
The increase 
in the qu an tity of diam onds, however, m ust 
eventually 
dim inish 
th eir 
commercial 
value. 
Things which everybody can have 
do not m aintain a high value, no m atter 
w hat th eir intrinsic beauty. 
H ereafter 
those who desire to procure unique gems 
will have to turn th eir attention to rubles, 
em eralds and sapphires. 
The last tw o are 
indeed com paratively common, though the 
tru e oriental em erald and sapphire are 
rarely found in perfection. 
The ruby, 
however, is the rarest and the m ost valua­ 
ble of all the precious stones. 
I t is, if of 
considerable w eight and purity, w orth four 
or live tim es as m uch per carat as the finest 
diam ond. 
I t is so rare th a t even the 
w ealth of a V anderbilt could not procure 
a ruby necklace w ithout much patient 
exploration. 
A famous London 
jew eler 
not m any years ago received an order for 
such 
a 
necklace. 
H ad 
it 
been 
for 
diam onds he could bave filled it in three 
m onths, no m atter w hat the requirem ents. 
B ut it was not possible to find as m any 
fine rubies as were w anted, and in effect it 


took him four years to collect the necessary 
num ber of stones. 


TH3 LOSS CF THE D0TÍEKIL. 


Full particulars of the loss of the B ritish 
sloop-of-war D otterel, in th e S traits of 
M agellan, have now been received, and it 
appears from them th a t the vessel was not 
destroyed by a torpedo, b u t by th e b u rst­ 
ing of th e boiler used to condense salt 
w ater, and the consequent explosion of the 
ship’s magazine. 
T he casualty therefore 
occurred w ithin the vessel, and all thoughts 
of w andering torpedoes m ust be rejected. 
The disaster m ust have been as complete 
as it was sudden, for the reports say th a t 
the 
Dotterel w ent down bows foremost 
w ithin three m inutes of the explosion. 
This suddenness of the accident of course 
fully accounts for the great loss of life. In 
a m an-of-war a very few m inutes for prep­ 
aration would under 
ordinary circum ­ 
stances m ake it possible to save the greater 
part of the crew, b u t in this, as in the case 
of th e ill-fated Endj'm ion, no tim e was 
allowed for anything. 
T lie probability is 
th a t m ost of the crew were below a t the 
tim e, and- th a t they were prevented from 
reaching th e deck by' tho destruction caused 
by th e double explosion. 
The fact th a t 
torpedoes cannot Vie responsible for this 
casualty' is no doubt interesting in one way, 
b ut it does not tend to dim inish th e regret 
th a t a whole ship’s company should have 
been thus destroyed w ith such dreadful 
suddenness.

A New Division of the County into Road 
Districts. 


The Board of Supervisors met at the usual 
hour yesterday, all the members present, and 
proceeded to consider the subject of changing 
the present division of the county into road 
districts, with a view to reducing the number 
of districts, and thereby the expense as to 
salaries of Overseers. 
It was stated that the division which has 
existed for the past few years has in many 
cases required all the taxes of the districts to 
pay Road Overseers’ salaries, and leaving no 
funds to apply for improvement or repairs of 
the public highways. 
After full coiiBidera 
tion, it was decided to make an entire new 
division and reduce the number of districts 
to as low a number as could be advisably 
done. 
A plan of redistricting was finally agreed 
upon, and the following are the new road dis­ 
tricts, with a description of each, as adopted 
by the Board : 
D i-trict 1—The city of Sacramento. 
This 
is designated by the stitu*e as Road D istrict 
No. 1, hut is under city control, and has no 
Road Overseer. 
D i-trict 2—Beginning a t the center of sec­ 
tion 28, in township 9 north, range 0 e ast; 
thence north to the corner of Norris grant 
line ; thence west along the north line of said 
grant to its intersection with the dividing 
line between sections 15 and 10, township 10 
north, range 5 e a s t; thence north on sai l 
line to the northern boundary of Sacramento 
county ; thence west on said boundary line 
to the Sacramento river ; t’nc-nce foil iwing 
down the Sacramento river to the city of Sac­ 
ramento ; thence along the north boundary 
of said city to the northeast corner of said 
city where it touches tne American riv e r; 
thence following up the 3aid river to the 
place of beginning. 
D istrict 3—Brgiuning a t the center of sec­ 
tion 28, in township ‘J north, range 6 east ; 
thence north to corner of Norris grant line ; 
thence west along the north line of sa il grant 
to its intersection with the dividing line be­ 
tween sections 15 and 1G, in township 10 
north, range 5 e a st; thence north on said 
section liae to the north boundary of Sacra­ 
mento county; thence east along said bound­ 
ary line to the dividing line between ranges 
C an 1 7 : thence south to the American river : 
thence down the American river to place of 
beginning. 
D istrict 4—Mississippi township. 
District 5—Granite township. 
D istrict 0—X.itoma township. 
D istrict 7—Cosnmnes township. 
District 8—Lee township. 
D istrict 9—Beginning at the southeast cor­ 
ner of Brighton township, running thence 
due north to the Araericau river; thence 
down the American river to the northwest 
corner of section 7 ; thence due south on sec­ 
tion line to the township line ; thence east, 
following the township line to place of be­ 
ginning. 
D istrict 10—(,’ommeccing at the southeast 
corner of section 3<i, in towns .ip S north, 
range 5 east, running north to the American 
river ; thence west, following the American 
river to the section line between sections 32 
and 33, in township 9 north, range 5 east; 
thence south on the section line to the south­ 
east corner of section 32, in township 8 north, 
range 5 ea3t ; thtiics due east to the place 
of beginning. 
D istrict 11—Commencing at the southeast 
corner of section 32, township 8 north, range 
5 east ; thence north to American river ; 
thence down said river to Sacramento City ; 
thence along the east and south boundaries 
of said city to the Sacramento river ; thence 
down said river to * he line between townships 
7 and S ; thence due east on said township 
line to piece of beginning. 
D istrict 12—B junded on the north by the 
line dividing townships 7 and 8 north ; on 
the east by the township line dividing town­ 
ship- 4 and 5 east, and the west fork of the 
Mokelumne river ; on the south by the San 
Joaquin river ; on the > eat by the slough 
dividing Twitch’ ll and Sherman islands and 
the Sacramento river. 
D istrict 13—All of Franklin tow .ship east 
of township line dividing townships 4 an.. 5 
east. 
D istrict 14—San Joaquín township. 
D istrict 15—A labam a township. 
D istrict 1G—D ry Creek to wnship. 
D istrict 17—Sherm an Island. 
By this division the number of road dis­ 
tricts in the cjuuty L reduced from -!S to 17. 
This was effected by reducing the num b r in 
Supervisor D istrict N - 5, from 18 to 7 ; in 
Supervisor D id rict No. G. from G to 3, and 
Supervisor D istil -t No. 7. from 21 to G This 
makes a total reduction of 31 road districts, 
and asno Road Overseer is required for Dis­ 
trict No. 1 (Sacramento City), this leaves the 
total number of Overseers in the couuty 
at 10. 
The vote of the B >ard was unanimous iu 
making this reduction and the new division, 
with the exception of those in Supervisor 
D istrict No. G. 
W hen this district was 
reached Mr. Christy made a strenuous eff rt 
to prevent a greater reduction than from 6, 
its old number, to 5. 
A long discussion fol 
lowed, Mr. Christy claiming th at as a m atter 
of courtesy, he had a right to divide his dis 
triot as ho de-ired, and tho other members 
had no right t> inter? re. 
The other mem­ 
bers refused to recognize th at any right un­ 
der the ide ; of courtesy exi ted as a herit.ge 
of the individual members of the Board iu 
such m atter; : th at nothing would justify a 
discrimination in favor of one portion of the 
couuty over another, and that the sole object- 
of the reduction in the number of districts 
and Overseers was to reduce the amount paid 
for salaries and have the money expended 
instead for improvement of the roads. 
Mr. Christy still maintained with a warmth 
and detenninati' u that reminded of th New 
Y ork Seoatorship, that he was entitled to 
the degree of courtesy w hich he claimed ; 
th at he was elected to represent his Super­ 
visor D istrict a r i he would not consent to a 
reduction of more than one from t;o old 
number, thus leaving five. Finally the Board 
decided to reduce the uui^ta^r from six to 
three, by a fail vote of the Board with the 
exception of Mr. Christy, vvho protested and 
voted in the negative. 
Upon motion, R. R Patton was employed 
to make a new map of the county, showing 
the road districts under the new division, 
a’s » all roads and the owneis of real ex’ ate, 
as shown by the pr-s°nt asre-i ment roll. The 
cost i f the map was fixed at 8150. 
M r. W ilson subm itted a resolution, looking 
to the purchase of the American river bridge 
by the couuty, which was adopted. 
The off;re of Constable in Georgiana town­ 
ship, owing to the removal of Constable 
Arm strong to anothertow ial.ip, was iedaicd 
vacant. 
A petition svas presented asking the 
appointm ent of H enry lU bb to the vacancy 
so created, and be was unanimously elected. 
A claim for $35 G4 was allowed in favor of 
B. D. Becklsy, after which the Board ad­ 
j mriied fcr the term.

The D akota C atastrophe—D clnlls of the 
Affair. 
D eadwood, May ‘20th.—A cave occurred 
at Golden Terra, Terraville, at 7 o’clock last 
evening, by which it is supposed that thirteen 
men will lose their lives. The night shift, of 
sixty men, were just coming on, but only 
about twenty had entered the tunnel, when a 
large body of earth fell in at a distance of 
nearly 200 feet from the mouth, tearing and 
throwing the timbers at a fearful rate, as far 
as 100 or 200 feet. One man—Thomas Green 
—was thrown by the compression of the air 
nearly 80 feet out of the tunnel against a 
side-wall of an open cut, and was killed in­ 
stantly. 
Two others were blown right 
through the tunnel towards the Highland 
mine at Lead City. One esoaped unhurt, 
the other was struck by a timber, and died 
last night. Eleven were buried under the 
debris. The cave is supposed to be about 250 
feet long, 100 feet wide and 80 feet deep, and 
occurred directly over the large ore chamber, 
completely fitting it. 
Hundreds of miners 
were at once sent to the works from Lead 
and Central cities, and shifts were changed 
every fifteen minutes, only five or six being 
able to work on either side of the cave at a 
time. The tunnel runs entirely through the 
hill, connecting the Terra and Highland mines. 
S:\en men escaped with nothing more serious 
than a few bruises, through the tuunel to the 
Lead City side of the hill. A large number 
of men are now working from all directions, 
but the cave is so extensive that it will cer­ 
tainly take some time to clear it awav and 
retimber the tuunel. The list of killed, as 
far as knowD, are Thomas Green and Pat. 
King. Those injured in the cave are : J. 
Farley, L. Wegins, ,T. Wedlock, John Miller, 
Thomas Thomas, P. Galvin, Angus McLean, 
Jack Be.key Ma t. Plunke t, Joe HaskiDB, 
and a man named McCormick, all of whom 
are supposed to be badly hurt. The men who 
were working heard Farley talk last night for 
some time. He said the timbers had fallen 
on him, and there was no hope for him. 
Word has just been received that two men 
(Farley and Beakey) have been taken out of 
the cave. One was dead, and one died in a 
short time after being released. There will 
be no detention in the operation of the miue. 
Later dispatches just received say that nine 
men still remain in the mine, and that the 
miners working there can taik with them. 
It is expected to get all of them out alive 
this afternoon. The affair has created great 
excitement, and cannot be explained. There 
was no fault with the timbers or working of 
the tciüé. 
'SECOND DISPATCH ] 
D eadwood, May 20‘.b.—The nine men 
who had been imprisoned in the mine since 7 
o’clock last evening were all rescued this 
afternoon at 2 o’clock. None of them sus­ 
tained any injuries. This leaves only three 
—Thomas Greeo, James Farley and .Tames 
Beakey—killed and five slightly injured. 
Parley was a single man. 
Beakey 
leaves a wife and family, 
who are 
now en route to the Hills. 
Green also 
leaves a wife and five children. 
The 
work of clearing the tunnel cut is progressing 
rapidly, aud it is thought by Sunday the 
mine will be entirely clear, although no de­ 
lay has b<en occasioned by the accident. 
Subscriptions for the relief of those made 
homeless and destitute have been called for 
by the press of the Hills, and the people 
have responded liberally. The disaster has 
been the principal topic of conversation to­ 
day, but no blame can possibly attach either 
to the company or any one else. The prompt 
and heroic efforts of the managers of the 
mine and volunteers to rescue their fellow- 
laborers is deserving the highest praise. 
Tight Over a M ine in Colorado. 
D enver, May 20cb.—The Aries' Irwin 
special says: The trouble over the Adiron­ 
dack mine came to a focus yesterday morn­ 
ing. JohD Keogh and John Maloney, for 
some time have been living in a cabin on the 
mine, holding possession. Yesterday at 5 
A. M. the Deputy Sheriff of Gunnison county, 
D. B. Powers, and a number of others ap­ 
peared at the mine. A warrant was read for 
the arrest of Keogh and Maloney, which 
they refused to hear. Both sides being well 
armed, tiring soon began, resulting in the 
wounding of Maloney in the right hand and 
Keogh in the arm. Powers and his party 
then took possession of the property, which 
they held until ü A. M , when a large number 
of well-armed citizens compelled them to 
vacate and arrested eleven of their party 
under United States warrants, on a charge of 
assault with intent to kill. They were placed 
under §1,000 bonds to await examination 
to-day. Keogh and Maloney have been 
released. 
A later special says the trial of Powers and 
party was postponed to Monday. 
The 
Depu'y Sheriff telegraphed to Gunnison City 
that the mob was increasing, and asked for 
assistance, not considering himself safe in 
Irwin. Irwia is situated on the Ute reserva­ 
tion, over which the United States Courts 
alone have jurisdiction, and the Deputy 
Sheriff was acting outside of his territory; 
therefore the arrest of the party. 
n.’iitroa'I M alistlrs. 
N ew Y ork, May 20th.—The Commercial 
Bulletin published a four-column list of rail­ 
roads built from March 30, 1880, to April 1, 
1881, and those projected. From this it ap­ 
pears that the number of miles actually con­ 
structed amounts to 8,113, the number of 
roads being 131. The number of miles pro­ 
jected roads amounts to 14,277 : number of 
roads, 181. Thirty seven of the projected 
roads are capitalized to the amount of §08,­ 
035,000, the total mileage being 3,824. For 
each mile of road there Ls issued about §17,­ 
025 of the capital stock.

He took his place on the trap with 
rmness, waving his handkerchief, but soon 
became greatly excited, and exclaimed in a 
loud tone, “ I claim protection, Give me

L ondon, May 20th.—In the House of Com 
mons to-day Collins (Conservative) took the 
Parliamentary oath and occupied the seat for 
Knares borough, to which he wa3 recently 
elected, vice Sir Henry M. Thompson, un­ 
seated. 
An attem pt by Sir Wilfred Lawson (Radi­ 
cal) to question him concerning his religious 
opinions was prevented by the uproar of the 
Conservatives. 
• Sir Wilfred Lawson said the precedent rel­ 
ative to Bradlaugh had instituted a Parlia­ 
mentary inquisition, and all should be treated 
alike.

The Speaker pointed out that the Ccllins 
case differed entirely from that of Brad- 
laugh’a. 
_ 
Gladstone indorsed the Speaker’s ruling. 
Lawson ultimately withdrew the motion 
for adjournment, with which he had con­ 
cluded his remarks. 
Mr. Forster, Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
having, in reply to a question by O’SullivaD, 
confirmed the report of the arrest of the 
parish priest, Father Sheehy, at Kilmarnock, 
and having expressed regret that it should 
have been necessary to imprison a Catholic 
clergyman, O’Sullivan moved an adjourn­ 
ment for the purpose of calling attention to 
the circumstance. 
Forster said the arrest was not made with­ 
out sanction. 
He declined to enter into a 
discussion of the cause for the arrest upon a 
motion for adjournment, but was ready to 
meet any motion impugning his conduct in 
the administration of the Coercion Act. 
Lord Spencer Churchill said the Govern­ 
ment had by their apathy encouraged the 
disturbances in Ireland.

Sir Stafford Northcote said he thought the 
House generally might support the proposal. 
Several Home Rule members, including 
Parnell, then denounced the arrest of priest 
Sheehy. 
O’Sullivan’s motion for adjournment was 
negatived—130 to 32, 
rem edies for socialism. 
L ondon, May 20th.—In the House of 
Lords, last evening, Granville said that Rus­ 
sia, with the support of Germany, recently 
proposed a conference of the Powers, with 
the view to joint action against assassination. 
From no sympathy with Nihilism he said 
her M ajesty’s Government declined to par­ 
ticipate in the conference, believing that it 
would have no practical result, and that for 
the Government to join it would not be 
agreeable to either Parliament or the coun­ 
try ; that refusal, however, being made, it is 
more incumbent upon us to use ail means 
which our laws put at our disposal for the 
punishment of persons guilty of inciting to 
murder, and he believed these means would be 
found adequate for that purpose.

She broke her main shaft 
Sunday off Cape Blanco, and continued under 
sail until past Cape Mendocino, where she 
was met and taken in tow by the United 
States lighthouse steamer Manzanita. Off 
Duxbury Reef the Monarch caine up and re­ 
lieved the Manzanita.

Laid hove-to for twenty-four hours 
to repair sails, and were making our way to 
port under sail, when we were taken in tow 
by the steamer Mazanita.” 
The steamship reached her dock at 11:40 A. 
M , aud amid immense cheering the gang­ 
plank was run out. A t least 2,000 people 
were on the wharf. 
The passengers adopted a resolution prais­ 
ing the conduct of Captain Debney and the 
officers of the steamer, and stating that they 
were made as comfortable as circumstances 
would permit.

Eight cowboys, with the notorious ringleader 
“ Curly Bill," were making matters quite in­ 
teresting, when Jim Wallace, Curly Bill’s 
next best man, pulled his pistol on Deputy 
Sheriff Breckeuridge, which gave offense to 
Curly, who command Wallace to apologize, 
which he did. After taking a few drinks, 
Curly and Wallace had some words, when 
the former said, “ I guess I will kill you on 
genera! principles.” Wallace stepped out of 
the saloon, and as Curly came out Wallace 
fired, the ball entering C’urly’s neck, passing 
through and coining out at the right cheek. 
Wallace was arrested, had a hearing, and was 
discharged. He at once sprang for his horse 
and dashed off for parts unknown. Curly 
Bill is supposed to be mortally wounded. He 
is the same desperado who killed Marshal 
White of Tombstone last fall, and with his 
gang some two Or three months ago took in 
Charleston, entered a church near by during 
service and made the minister dance before 
his congregation while his gang protected the 
doors. He, with Wallace, took in Contention 
last March, and they have several times 
taken Galeyville. He is about 25 years of 
age, from Texas, and has sent many a victim 
to an untimely grave. 
Miguel Siquio was hanged at Florence, 
I’inai county, to-day. His neck was broken, 
aud he expired without a struggle.

According to the very best authority the 
town of Harrisburg now contains from 
twenty five to thirty houses, and new 
one3 are going up every day. 
The 
Auk Indians have flocked there from 
the neighboring coasts, and now number sev­ 
eral hundreds. A new wharf is being built, 
and great activity is manifested in every 
way. Nearly every day new and rich ledges 
sre discovered in and near the Takou mining 
district. The mine already mentioned as 
eight miles from Rockwell is called the Pro­ 
vidence mine, and is rich in free gold. One 
of the experts, whose policy it is to under­ 
value the news to those on the ground, can­ 
not help but admit the richness of the quartz, 
and manifest a strong faith in the hidden 
wealth of the district by their long stay. 
The snow is still very deep in the mountains 
in the vicinity of the mines, and only in one 
or two instances has it been cleared away by 
spade and shovel. A highly reliable private 
letter, just received from Ilairisburg, says : 
Every expert I have conversed with admits that 
the country is rich in gold, a d they doubt not that 
more valuable mines will be discovered inland and 
farther to 
the nnr.h. The story I saw in one of 
your papers about the miners making from S5 to 
$25 per day in the placer diggings is all a hoax. 
Experts say that the pisition of the ledges and the 
configuration of the land precludes the existence of 
any such pla-er diggings. There was a placer dig­ 
ging camp, with a flume, etc , in position on the in 
let about three miles from Rockwell, and possibly 
the next steamer may bring gold from these dig­

No 
man with a gun and fishhook can starve in the 
counti y. Tiie forests abound in game of every 
kind, and the rivers and bays are teeming with the 
most delicious fish. A couple of grouse can be pur­ 
chased for 10 cents, a whole carcas of venison for 
$1, a halibut weighing 100 pounds for about 30 
cents, and other articles in proportion.
